CHAIRMAN PREDICTS 
PROJECT’S SUCCESS 


State Senator J. C. McDow- 
el] Says More Than 1000 
Acres May Be Obtained 


for Reservation. 


Members of Gov. Stark’s Big Oak 
Commission of Southeast Missouri 
residents, on a trip yesterday to 
Memphis, Tenn., obtained a definite 
pledge that owners of the virgin 
forest in Mississippi County con- 
taining the Big Oak, largest oak 
tree in Missouri, would sell 80 acres 
for $8000. 

An ‘knonymous public-spirited cit- 


izen, as has been told, has offered 
to pay for this 80acre unit, includ- 
ing the forest giant, provided the 
price was reasonable and the Gov- 
ernor’s commission would obtain at 
least 920 acres of surrounding cut- 
over land. The limit set as a rea- 
sonable price at a conference at the 
Capitol Oct. 11 was $100 an acre, 
or $8000. 

State Senator J. C. McDowell of 
Charleston, chairman of the com- 
mission, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that the entire 1000- 
acre public reservation plan seemed 
sure of consummation. He added 
that even more land might be ob- 
tained. 

The Mississippi Valley Hardweott’ 
Co., Inc., of Memphis and A. W. D. 
Weis of Quincy, Ill., owners of the 
80-acre portion and of adjoining 
land, will notify the commission 
within a few days whether they 
will donate 160 acres of cutover 
woodland, southwest of the Big 
Oak, including most of the area of 
Grassy Pond. McDowell expressed 
the opinion this gift would be made. 


Conference With Bankers. 


K. L. Emmons, president of the 
Mississippi Valley company, and his 
brother, O. O. Emmons, secretary- 
treasurer, conferred with the com- 
mission yesterday. They gave as- 
surance, McDowell said, that Weis 
was in accord with their agreement 
to sell the 80 acres. 

The commission also met James 
E. Shannon, head of the Shannon 
Bros. Lumber Co. of Memphis, who 
arranged to go over the proposed 
park site with the group next 
Thursday. He offered to donate 40 
acres of cutover land east of the 
Big Oak to connect that tree with 
State supplementary Route A, or, 
as an alternative, to give $1000 to 
the land fund. While the commis- 
sion has not made a choice, it was 
indicated that the land offer was 
probably preferable. 

Acquisition of 400 or 500 acres of 
land from Shannon’s company will 
be sought by the commission. Mc- 
Dowell said it was hoped this would 
be donated. Some of it has been 
cut over, with young trees left 
standing, but the rest has not been 
visited yet by the loggers. It has 
been the commiission’s intention to 
arrange for owners to remove mer- 
chantable timber from such land, 
so that they could afford to do- 
nate it or sell it cheaply. 


Offer at $5 an Acre. 


An offer to sell 200 acres of cut- 
over land at the northwest corner 
of the site at $5 an acre has been 
received by the commission from 
one of its members, Harry S. Rob- 
erts of East Prairie, who paid $10 
an acre for it 10 years ago and has 
made nothing from it. Negotiations 
for other tracts have been opened. 

The commission has been watch- 
ing the sale of delinquent tax bills, 
which opened last- Monday, to de- 
termine whether any land in the 
site might be obtained at a nominal 
price, but so far no opportunity 
has developed. McDowell said the 
sale would last about a week longer 
and might result in some. deals by 
the commission. 

Since the Post-Dispatch first 
called attention six weeks ago to 
the danger that the Big Oak would 
be felled in logging operations, pub- 
lic interest in this tree and the sur- 
rounding virgin forest has been 
growing. The site has been visited 
by sightseers daily, with crowds on 
Sunday. Last Sunday a record was 
set, when about 1600 automobiles 
of visitors were counted near the 
Big Oak. 

Because of this interest, the c5m- 
mission has obtained permission 
from the owners to erect a tempo- 
rary fence around the Big Oak to 
protect it from souvenir hunters. 

The commission is continuing to 
receive public subscriptions to the 
park fund, which may be sent to 
Simpson, the secretary-treasurer, at 
Charleston. So far, Simpson said 
to a reporter, definite contributions 
have been about $800, but he ex-

Mrs. Marie Porter, Ralph 
Giancola Condemned by 
Belleville Jury—99 Years 
for Brother, John. 


MOTHER OF YOUTHS

Testimony Introduced to

Mrs. Marie Porter and the Gian- 
cola brothers, Ralph and John, 
charged with the murder of her 
brother, William Kappen, so that 
she might collect $3300 in life in- 
surance, were found guilty by a 
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Found Guilty of Murder for Life Insurance 


Circuit Court jury at Belleville to- 


day. Punishment for Mrs. Porter 
and Ralph Giancola was fixed at 
electrocution, that for John Gian- 
cola at 99 years in the penitentiary, 
When the jury entered the court- 
room at 9:40 a. m., after deliber- 
ating about nine hours, the three 
defendants leaned forward tensely. 
Sober, with little change in expres- 
sion, Mrs. Porter heard the ver- 
dict. As the jury foreman an- 
nounced the Giancola brothers had 
been found guilty also, their moth- 
er, Mrs. Mary Giancola, emitted a 
shriek. Defense attorneys, although 
they had been notified, were not 
present. 
‘Congratulates Brother. 
Solemnly Ralph Giancola, who is 
22 years old, walked up to his 
brother, two years his junior, and 
‘oneratulating him

on having escaped the electric 


chair. Mrs. Porter is 38 years old. 
All three defendants are residents 
of St. Louis. 

The defendants were asked by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter whether they 
wished to make any statement. 
Calmly and politely Mrs. Porter re- 
plied, “No, sir.” Ralph Giancola 
said, “No, no,” angrily and brushed 
the reporter aside. John Giancola 
merely shook his head negatively. 

After the Court had polled mem- 
bers of the jury individually and 
each had affirmed the verdict, the 
defendants were taken back to the 
county jail at Belleville by deputy 
sheriffs. The defense has 10 days 
within which to file motions for a 
new trial. 

The State had asked the death 
penalty for all three, contending 
that Mrs. Porter had offered money 
to Ralph Giancola to kill her 
brother before his fiancee could be 
made beneficiary of the life insur- 
ance and that John Giancola had 
aided in the plot. 

Ralph Giancola testified he shot 
and killed Kappen in a field near 
Belleville early last July 3 in the 
presence of Mrs. Porter and at her 
insistence. He repeated the state- 
ment, made in a confession intro- 
duced in evidence, that Mrs. Porter 
had suggested the plot and had of- 
fered him $800 to kill her brother 
that she might collect the insur- 
ance payable to her and her father, 
before Kappen’s fiancee was made 
beneficiary. Kappen was to have 
been married the day he was killed. 


Mrs. Porter Denies Plot. 


Mrs. Porter, a widow and mother 
of four children, told the jury and 
Circuit Judge D. H. Mudge that she 
was not implicated in the plot in 
any way and that she knew nothing 
about the killing. She admitted she 
had taken out a $1000 policy on her 
brother’s life in 1933 but said it was 
at his own request. She had not 
known he was to be married, she 
asserted, acknowledging, however, 
that she had “heard rumors” to that 
effect. 

A heavy-set, phlegmatic woman, 
she stuck to her denials under 
cross-examination by Assistant 
State’s Attorney R. V. Gustin, ex- 
cept that she admitted having writ- 
ten a letter to Kappen’s fiancee, 
warning her not to marry him. Her 
admission came after the State pro- 
duced the letter. 

Testimony of Ralph Giancola that 
it was Mrs. Porter, not his younger 
brother, John, 20 years old, who had 
helped him take Kappen in a rented 
automobile from St. Louis to the 
scene of the shooting, repudiated 
part of a confession the older broth- 
er had made to St. Louis and Belle- 
ville police. To explain the discrep- 
ancy he said he had changed an 
original statement that Mrs. Porter 
was his companion in order to 
make it conform to an admission 
obtained by police from John. 
Defense attorneys contended that 
John made the admission, and later 
a joint confession with Ralph, only 
because of fear and the belief he 
was aiding his brother.

John Giancola, too, took the wit- 
ness stand, but was withdrawn im- 
mediately by defense attorneys after 
the State objected when he drew a 
rosary from his pocket as though 
to pray before testifying.

Are 
Convicted of Trotskyist Plot

MOSCOW, Nov. 5.—-Twenty more 
death sentences were reported to- 
day in prosecutions growing out of 
the livestock and farming indus- 
tries. 

Eight persons were sentenced at 
Gomel, White Russia, on charges of 


disrupting collective farming. They 
were alleged to have plotted with 
“German and Polish spies” to sepa- 
rate White Russia from the Soviet 
Union. : 

Defendants included the chair- 
man of the village soviet and vari- 
ous agricultural officials who pur- 
portedly were linked with a “Trot- 
skyist” organization accused of 
plotting assassination of Soviet 
leaders. Charges included alleged 
spreading of epidemic among chil- 
dren at a collective farm nursery 
through spoiled food in hot weather. 

Twelve death sentences were im- 
posed on livestock breeders for al- 
legedly causing livestock deaths. 

Five of the condemned were in 
Leningrad Province and seveh in 
the State pig breeding farm in Mos- 
cow . Province. 


DEATH SENTENCE FOR KILLER

Assassin Condemned After Sanity 
Hearing Before Extraordinary 
Tribunal in Syria.

BEIRUT, Syria, Nov. 5.—Me- 
guerdich Karayan was condemned 
to death today for the assassina- 
tion of James Theodore Marriner, 
United States Consul-General. 

Karayan was brought before an 
extraordinary tribunal in Criminal 
Court for determination of his san- 
ity. Among the witnesses were 
some who said he showed evidences 
of abnormality before the shooting 
Oct. 12. 

The defendant refused to submit 
to examination by medical commis- 
sioners. Defense counsel asked a 
delay in judgment, contending there 
was no evidence of his sanity, but 
the Judge ruled Karayan sane. 

Theré is no appeal from the death 
sentence, which will be hanging at 
a date to be fixed immediately. 
Karayan acknowledged that he 
killed the Consul-General. 

Karayan, 29 years old, returned 
to Aleppo from the United States 
in 1934. His father, John Karayan, 
lives in Boston, the Prosecutiny 
Attorney said. : 

Karayan is said to have admitted 
to authorities he killed Marriner 
because he felt “insulted” that his 
request for a passport visa to re- 
turn to the United States had been 
refused. Actually, it developed that 
the visa had been granted, but the 
letter informing Karayan of the 
fact miscarried in the mails.

Non-Combatant Areg Fixed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—The IIli- 
nois Central Railroad Co. applied 
to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission yesterday for authority to 
discontinue the use of automatic 
train signals on its line between 
Champaign and Branch Junction, 
Ill, and to substitute automatic 
block signal of the searchlight 
type.

Russia Still Holding Out. 


The European nations in the 
non-intervention accerd were still 
far from complete agreement on 
the full scope of the British neutral- 
ity plan. Soviet Russia, while ac- 
cepting the British resolution de- 
tailing the withdrawal scheme, re- 
versed yesterday its stand on the 
granting of belligerent rights to the 
two sides of the war.

PARTS OF EARLIEST 
KNOWN SKULL OF 
WOMAN FOUND 


Scientist Makes Cast Which 
Shows Position Between 
Man and Gorilla. 


By the Associated Press. 

PEIPING, Nov. 5.—A plaster cast 
of the earliest known female human 
skull was ewvhibited yesterday by 
Dr. Franz Weidenreich of the labo- 


ratory of the Peiping Union Medi- 
cal College. 

The cast was that of a composite 
skull worked out by the scientist 
last summer. Weidenreich related 
how the work proceeded smoothly 
in assembling the female skull out 
of hundreds of fragments dug up 
at Choukgutien Diggings, 40. miles 
southwest of Peiping, and scaling 
down male fragments to female 
size, The biggest fragment found 
was part of a woman’s skull, 

The assembled skull showed what 
Weidenreich said were ape-like 
characteristics that were not anti- 
cipated. 

The finding of an upper jaw 
fragment July 6 made reconstruc- 
tion possible, according to Wei- 
denreich. 

Placing the skull between those 
of a modern man and a female 
gorilla, Weidenreich pointed out 
what he called the median position 
between the two. This, he said, 
was represented by heavy protrud- 
ing jaws, massive eye sockets and 
solid heavy teeth. The brain case 
was bigger and the nose bridge 
higher than the ape’s but smaller 
than modern man’s. 

Weidenreich said he was working 
now on facial and flesh details to 
show the actual physical appear- 
ance of these prehistoric inhab- 
itants of China, who were esti- 
meted to have lived 500,000 years 


ago.

The President first replied with 
“no comment,” when asked what 
he thought of the outcome of the 
election in which Mayor Fiorello 
LaGuardia was returned to office 
by an overwhelming majority, de- 
feating Jeremiah Mahoney, the 
Tammany candidate, backed by 
Postmaster-General-Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman Farley. On his way 
back to Washington yesterday the 
President stopped in New York and 
conferred briefly with LaGuardia. 

Later in today’s conference the 
President was asked if Farley had 
participated in the talk with La- 
Guardia in New ‘York. The Dem- 
ocratic National Chairman, who 
was active in his support of Ma- 
honey, entered the Roosevelt town 
house in New York at the time the 
Mayor and the President were con- 
ferring there. 

Roosevelt Aphorism. 

The President replied that he had 
seen the speculation about this 
meeting in the newspapers. He said 
it had inspired an aphorism: Specu- 
lation in the newspapers is as dan- 
gerous as speculation on the stock 
market. And he added that news- 
paper men had his permission to 
use this aphorism.

MORRIS LONDE FILES 
APPEAL ON FUND ORDER 


Wants U. S. Judge to Review 
Referee’s Ruling for Return 
of $76,000. 


An appeal from an order of Ref- 
eree in Bankruptcy Elmer E. Pear- 
cy directing Morris and Louis 
Londe, brothers and partners in. the 
bankrupt Pearl Garment Co., to 
turn over to the trustee of their 
firm $76,238, which the referee 
found they had concealed from 
creditors, was filed in Bankruptcy 
Court today in behalf of Morris 
Londe. 

The appeal, a petition for review 
of the referee’s order by a United 
States District Judge, was filed by 
Morris G. Levinson, attorney for 
the brothers, who told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that Louis 
Londe would not appeal. 


Tomorrow Set as Deadline. 

The two had been given until 
Nov. 11 to return the money to the 
trustee, under the referee’s order. 
The filing of an appeal by Morris 
Londe makes the order inactive un- 
til his appeal is finally adjudicated. 

Failure of Louis Londe to turn 
over the money would subject him 
to citation for contempt of court 
and possible imprisonment for an 
indefinite term. 

Louis Londe, in testifying at 
hearings on the trustee’s petition 
for the turnover order, admitted he 
received large amounts of money 
from his brother to obtain the re- 
lease from the Michigan State Peni- 
tentiary of their brother, Isadore, 
a former Egan gangster. He testi- 
fied he did not use the money for 
the parole, but had dissipated the 
funds gambling. 

Morris Londe’s appeal is based 
chiefly on the contention there was 
no testimony during the hearing to 
show the $76,238 was in his pos- 
session or control at the time of the 
filing of the involuntary bankrupt- 
cy petition against the garment 
company. 

Says Referee Erred. 

It was stated the Referee had 
erred in directing Morris Londe to 
return $76,238 because the evidence, 
and computations by the Referee, 
showed the maximum amount ever 
traced to him was $34,241. Accord- 
ing -to the evidence and the Ref- 
eree’s computations, the rest of the 
missing funds, $41,997, was with- 
drawn from banks and collected 
from customers by Louis Londe, 
and there was no showing this 
money was received by Morris, the 
appeal stated. 

It was contended further that 
Referee Pearcy erred in holding 
Morris responsible as a partner for 
the acts of his brother and co-part- 
ner, and in attempting to make 
Morris “answerable in his _indi- 
vidual capacity for the alleged mis- 
deeds of his former business part- 
ner, whereas, in fact and in law, 
the proceeding herein is a strictly 
personal one directed to named in- 
dividuals as such.” 

In reviewing the case, the Referee 
found that the brothers, about July 


1, 1936, entered into a conspiracy to 


defraud their creditors by conceal- 
ing assets, and that those assets 
were in their possession and con- 
tro] the following Aug. 22, when the 
bankruptcy petition was filed.

Federal Agents Arrest The 
Rev. Sophrony Balaban, 
Serbian Orthodox Pastor, 
in St. Louis. 


The Rev. Sophrony Balaban, pas- 
tor of Holy Trinity Serbian Eastern 
Orthodox Church, 1910 McNair ave- 
nue, is one of five men arrested in 
St. Louis by Secret Service agents 
investigating a counterfeiting gang, 
against whom warrants are to be 
sought today. 
Father Balaban, Secret Service 
agents said, passed a bogus $20 
note on a member of his church 
whom he had known for 15 years. 
He lives at 1717 Missouri avenue. 
Others against whom warrants 
will be sought are: 

John Majatich, 40, 818A Russell 
boulevard, saloon keeper. 

Nick Bulyat, 44, 1027 Dillon 
street. 

Robert Davis, machinist, 61, 
2166 Lafayette avenue. 

Frank Lehceka, 47, 1861A Me- 
nard street, laborer. 
In New York City today Secret 
Service agents arrested a WPA 
worker and a painter as members 
of the gang. Its two principal lead- 
ers are under arrest in Pennsylva- 
nia, and one man is held in Michi- 
gan. In St. Louis eight are in cus- 
tody, but three, held for question- 
ing, are to be released. 


Bills Passed Here. 


Harry A. Schaetzel of Chicago, a 
Secret Service Agent, who direct- 
ed the investigation, said 1500 
bogus $20 Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York notes were confiscated 
at the gang’s printing office near 
Pittsburgh, and that 51 of the 
bills had been passed in St. Louis. 
Elsewhere in the country the gang 
had passed 55 of the bills, Schaetzel 
said. 

During the months members of 
the counterfeiting gang were un- 
der surveillance, Secret Service 
agents surreptitiously took motion 
pictures of their meetings. These 
films are available for use as evi- 
dence, if they should be needed. 
Leaders of the gang and most 
of its members, Schaetzel said, were 
natives of Yugoslavia. The bills 
were engraved at Colona Heights 
near Pittsburgh, by Michael Mar- 
kalj, who was deported to Yugo- 
slavia in 1928 after conviction of 
counterfeiting in New York, but 
returned to this country illegally 
through Canada in 1933, Schaetzel 
said. 

Markalj is held at Pittsburgh, 
with Pete Klickovich, described as 
the leader in passing the bogus 
bills. An order for Klickovich’s 
deportation was issued in 1933, but 
he jumped bond and has been a 
fugitive. He entered this country 
illegally after his passport for a 
visit to Yugoslavia had been can- 
celed because he stayed there be- 
yond the time limit specified. 

The man arrested in Michigan is 
Nicodemus Zrnety, charged with 
passing the spurious bills at Mon- 
roe, Mich. The others to be ar- 
rested in the “mopping-up” opera- 
tion are persons who have been un- 
der surveillance as passers of the 
bills. 


Story of Investigation. 


Since December, last year, Schaet- 
zel said, secret service agents have 
been investigating the counterfeit- 
ing gang. Schaetzel worked direct- 
ly under Frank J. Wilson, head of 
the secret service in Washington, 
who came to St. Louis several times 
in the course of the investigation. 

“We learned last December,” 
Schaetzel said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “that someone in St. Louis 
was making fairly large purchases 
of printing paper and engraving 
inks in St. Louis, and _ shipping 
them out of the city. 

“Immediately we started to 
shadow suspects, and discovered 
that Klinkovich was coming here 
from Pittsburgh, meeting Lehceka 
and Davis. We suspected Lehceka 
and Davis of obtaining the ink and 
printing supplies here, and ship 
ping them to Klinkovich in Pitts- 


burgh. 
“Our suspicions proved _§ true. 
Klinkovich was seen here with 


Majatich at various times, and Ma- 
jatich, in turn, was seen making 
contacts with others in St. Louis.” 
The first in St. Louis to receive 
counterfeit bills from Klinkovich, 
Schaetzel said, was Bulyat. 
Father Balaban, the Secret Serv- 
ice agents said, had known Markalj 
and Klinkovich, the Pennsylvania 
leaders of the gang, in 1926, 
when they lived in St. Louis. They 
left the city then as Secret Service 
agents were preparing to arrest 
them in a counterfeiting investiga- 
tion. 
Early in the investigation Ray- 
mond Horton, then in charge of 
Secret Service agents here, now in 
charge of the New York office, 
studied the bogus bills which were 
being passed here, and concluded 
they were the work of Markalj. 
Horton had participated in the 1926 
investigation of Markalj. 


51 of the Bills Recovered. 

The Secret Service agents have 
51 of the bogus bills which were 
turned over to them after they had 
been passed in St. Louis. They are 
excellent counterfeits. The texture 
of the paper, ink a shade too dark, 
and indistinct representation of 
shrubbery in a view of the White 
House which appears on the bills, 
enabled experienced handlers of 
money to detect the bogus bills. 
Of the 1500 counterfeit bills con- 
fiscated at Colona Heights, agents 
said, 200 had been printed on 
bleached $1 bills, so that’ these 
counterfeits had paper of the same 
texture as genuine bills.

An ordinance for eliminating the 
adjacent grade crossings of Gravois 
avenue and Chippewa street with 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad, by 
constructing separate underpasses 
at a cost of $750,000, was passed 
unanimously by the Board of Alder- 
men today. A favorable report had 
been voted earlier in the day by 

the Streets Committee. 

The committee discarded an al- 
ternative plan for a single $600,000 
underpass midway between the 
thoroughfares, with Y connections 
to them. The city will put up $150,- 
000 for the work from grade cross- 
ing bond funds, and $600,000 will 
come from a Federal grade crossing 
account, through the State. L. A. 
Pettus, chief street engineer for the 
city, told the committee thaf a de- 
cision on the plan had to be ready 
for the State Highway Commission 
next Monday. 

Work must be under way by next 
July 1, under terms of the Federal 
allotment. The committee had held 
a long executive session on the im- 
provement yesterday without reach- 
ing a decision, because of the con- 
flicting attitudes of groups of prop- 
erty owners, favoring either one 
plan or the other, or neither.

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PERJURY CHARGE 
S HELD FAULTY 
~ BY JUDGE JOYNT 


Circuit Attorney Miller’s 
Indictment of Leo Bieder- 


mann, Bondsman, Is Dis- 


missed. 


A perjury indictment against Leo 
Biedermann, professional bonds- 
man, was dismissed today by Cir- 
cuit Judge John W. Joynt, who 
held that the indictment, returned 
under guidance of Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller, did not charge per- 
jury under the facts. Judge Joynt 
suggested that the Circuit Attorney 
file contempt proceedings against 
Biedermann. 

The indictment charged that 
Biedermann, as a venireman in the 
case of another professional bonds- 
man, Sam Goffstein, charged with 
receiving stolen property, made no 
response when the prosecutor asked 
any member of the panel acquaint- 
ed with Goffstein, or his attorney, 
Verne R. C. Lacy, to raise his hand. 
The Circuit Attorney contended 
Biederman knew Goffstein and 
Lacy. 

After Biedermann was indicted a 

year ago it was found that records 
in the Circuit Clerk’s office showed 
he had signed two bonds in cases 
in which Lacy was interested. In 
one Lacy was a plaintiff and in the 
other he was an attorney for the 
plaintiff. Before the grand jury 
voted the perjury indictment it 
heard testimony of several bonds- 
men, one of whom told reporters he 
had seen Biedermann and Goffstein 
in conversation. 
Biedermann became a member of 
the jury and saved Goffstein, tem- 
porarily, from a prison sentence 
when he sat mute during more than 
four hours of deliberations by the 
jury, refusing to agree to the judg- 
ment of the other 11 members that 
Goffstein’' was guilty. A mistrial 
resulted. Subsequently, at a second 
trial, Goffstein was convicted and 
sentenced to three years in prison. 
He appealed. 


Concealment, Not Perjury. 

In sustaining a demurrer to the 
perjury indictment, Judge Joynt up- 
held the contention of Biedermann’s 
lawyer, William J. Hough, that the 
charge was based not on an alleged 
untruthful answer under oath, but 
on alleged concealment of a fact 
and so was insufficient under the 
Missouri perjury statute. 

Some actual statement or testi- 
mony, Judge Joynt held, was a nec- 
essary ingredient of the crime of 
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the legal and popular meaning of 
the statutory words defining per- 
jury. The statute, he pointed out, 
defined a perjurer as one who 
swears, testifies or affirms falsely 
under oath. 

“Clearly the alleged misconduct 
of the defendant (Biedermann) is 
not within the meaning of the acts 
denounced by the statute,” Judge 
Joynt said in his written opinion. 
“It is not alleged that he ‘stated’ 
any fact or that he gave any ‘tes- 
timony.’ On the contrary, it clear- 
ly appears on the face of the in- 
dictment that defendant made no 
statement and gave no testimony 
with reference to the -question 
(whether he knew Goffstein or 
Lacy). 

“But even though the demurrer 
must be sustained, it does not fol- 
low that the alleged misconduct is 
beyond inquiry and appropriate ac- 
tion. Defendant’s contention that 
the acquaintance of a juror with a 
party litigant or his counsel] does 
not of itself disqualify the juror 
from serving, and that the question 
propounded to the panel was imma- 
terial, is wholly without merit. 

“While it is true that such ac- 
quaintanceship in itself would not 
disqualify one from serving as a 
juror, nevertheless it was highly 
material for the Assistant Circuit 
Attorney to know if any such ac- 
quaintanceship existed so that he 
might inquire into its nature and 
ascertain its effect on the ability of 
a member of the panel to serve as 
an impartial juror. 

“If the defendant actually knew 
Sam Goffstein or his counsel and 
wilfully concealed such acquaint- 
anceship by remaining silent and 
failing to raise his hand, then he 
was guilty of such misconduct as 
struck at the administration of jus- 
tice itself and constituted the most 
flagrant contempt of this Court.” 

Stating that he did not mean to 
express any opinion as to whether 
Biedermann had done what the in- 
dictment charged, Judge Joynt sug- 
gested that the Circuit Attorney file 
a contempt proceeding against him 
in the division where the alleged 
contempt occurred, No. 11. 

“In the event the Circuit Attor- 
ney does not care to proceed,” Judge 
Joynt added, “this Court respect- 
fully suggests to the Hon, Frank C. 
O'Malley, Judge of Division 11, that 
he consider these matters and pro- 
ceed of his own motion.” 

After reading Judge Joynt’s opin- 
ion, the Circuit Attorney told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he would de- 
cide later whether he would initi- 
ate a contempt action against Bie- 
dermann and indicated he might ap- 
peal the dismissal of the indictment 
to the Missoyri Supreme Court. 

“This was a case right on the 
hairline of whether the crime of 
perjury had been committed and we 
found no court cases quite like it on 
the books; but we were of the opin- 
ion it might be made, so we re- 
solved to try it out. We thought if 
we were not successful we might 
carry it further.” On dismissal of 
an indictment before the case goes 
to trial, the State may appeal to the

Capitalist’s Will Upheld by 
Court—Widow to Re- 
ceive $500,000 From Big 
Estate. 


NO RULING MADE 
ON HIS DOMICILE 


New York Practically Elim- 
inated, However, as 
Home: State in Dispute 
Over Taxes. 


Gpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 5. — Mrs. 
Matthew Astor Wilks of 988 Fifth 
avenue and Greenwich, Conn., said 
to be one of the wealthiest women 
in the United States, was victorious 
last night in her fight to be the 
sole heir of the estate of her 
brother, the late Col. Edward H. R. 
Green, which has been estimated at 
between $60,000,000 and $80;000,000. 

Surrogate Harry E. Owen of Es- 
sex County, where Col. Green’s will 
was filed on Aug. 1, 1936, upheld 
the will in a final hearing yester- 
day. He ordered the will admitted 
to probate and ruled out the claim 
of Col. Green’s widow, Mra. Mabel 
Harlow Green, for whom no provi- 
sion was made in the will. 

Mrs. Wilks, the Surrogate said, 
has agreed, however, to pay Mrs. 

‘Green $500,000 from the estate in 
return for papers which acknowl- 
edge Mrs. Wilks’ right to her 
‘brother’s estate and preclude the 
poss}bility of any further litigation 
bet¢veen Mrs. Green and Mrs. Wilks 
in respect to Col, Green’s estate. 

Keeps Wealth in the Family. 

The Surrogate’s ruling and the 
accompanying settlement agree- 
ment brought to a close litigation 
which started in August, 1936, when 
the filing of Col. Green’s will at 
Port Henry, N. Y., disclosed that 
he was keeping up the tradition 
established by his mother, Mrs. 
Hetty Green, who made her money 
in Wall Street. Hetty Green’s 
maxim was to keep the family for- 
tune in the family, even to the 
exclusion of any wife or husband 
whom members of the family might 
marry. 

Col. Green died at Lake Placid 
on June 8, 1936. After the filing of 
his will, naming his sister sole 
heir, his wife instituted suit for a 
dower share of one-third, contend- 
ing that the ante-nuptial agreement 
waiving her rights to such a share 
Was procured through fraud. The 
ante-nuptial agreement provided 
the payment of $18,000 yearly to 
her for life. 

Surrogate Owen held a series of 
hearings at Elizabethtown, N. Y., 
the seat of Essex County; in 
Florida, Texas and here. He did 
not attempt to dispose of a contest 
among four states for the right to 
levy taxes on the estate. 

Surrogeate’s Opinion. 

Restricting himself to the ques- 
tion of the ante-nuptial agreement, 
and waiver of dower rights, the 
Surrogate said: 

“Mrs. Green asserted that the 
agreement was invalid because, 
under the laws of Texas, which she 
claimed to have been the domicile 
of the decendent and herself, such 
an agreement is contrary to law. 

“I am satisfied that the execu- 
tion of the ante-nuptial agreement 
by Mrs. Green was not procured by 
fraud of any kind, but, on the con- 
trary, that she signed it voluntarily 
with knowledge and understanding 
of its provisions and import. 

“I am further satisfied that as a 
matter of law the ante-nuptial 
agreement is valid in whatever 
State the decedent may have been 
domiciled. Even if Texas be con- 
sidered the decedent’s domicile, the 
agreement is valid so far as the.de- 
termination of this motion is con- 
cerned.” 

New York Virtually Ruled Out. 

While striking out Mrs. Green’s 
objection to probate of the will, 
Surrogate Owen at the same time 
practically eliminated New York 
State as a contender for the right 
to tax the estate. He found that 
Col. Green definitely was not a resi- 
dent of New York. Whether he 
was a resident of Florida, Mas- 
sachusetts or Texas, the other 
states seeking to tax the estate, 
Surrogate Owen did not presume to 
determine. 

Even his determination re ardin 
New York State, ewer is oe 
binding in the tax issue because of 
the filing of a stipulation to that 
effect. 

The Surrogate’s decision in the 
case might have been hada a week 
or two sooner had he not presided 
in his capacity as County Judge at 
the trial of Laverne Moore, who as 
John Montague was Hollywood’s 
favorite amateur golfer. Moore was 
acquitted of a robbery charge at

FOR 270 DAYS FUR 
BURNING AWNINGS 


Wenzel Kind, 
Treasurer, and Ex-Con- 
vict Brother Found Guilty 
of Spraying Acid. 


Union 


Wenzel Kindl, union awning 
worker, and his brother, John, 
found guilty on three charges of 
malicious destruction of property 
in the spraying of acid on store 
awnings, were sentenced at 270 
days in the workhouse each by 
Judge James W. Griffin in Court of 
Criminal Correction yesterday. The 


sentence was 90 days on each 
charge. 

A Central Trades & Labor Union 
record showed that Wenzel Kindl 
was treasurer of Awning & Tent 
Workers’ Union No. 39, an A. F. 
of L. affiliate, of which he said he 
was a member, at the time the 
brothers were arrested, Aug. 10. Po- 
lice records showed that John 
Kindl was an ex-convict. 

Wenzel Kindl’s Statement. 

After making the arrest, city de- 
tectives reported that Wenzel Kindl 
toldthem he had been hired to 
damage awnings erected by non- 
union labor and had damaged 14 
since April 17. In his pocket the 
police found a list of 10 stores 
where, they geported, he said he 
was to have sprayed acid on the 
awnings. 

A city detective testified at 
the trial that the brothers were ar- 
rested at 3:30 a. m,. in front of a 
candy store at 4879 Easton avenue, 
where the awning had been 
sprayed with acid and the sidewalk 
was still damp with the fluid. 
Wenzel Kidl, the witness said, was 
on the sidewalk and John was in 
a parked automobile in which were 
found several jars of a white 
liquid, @ spray gun and some rub- 
ber gloves. 

The detective declared that Wen- 
zel Kindl admitted having damaged 
four or five awnings that night, 
saying he was paid $20 a night for 
this activity, but declining to tell 
who employed him. ~ 

Proprietors of two other stores 
on Easton avenue testified about 
acid damage to their awnings. 

No Defense Testimony. 

No testimony was offered by the 
defense, whose demurrer to the 
sufficiency of the State’s case was 
overruled by the Court. It was an- 
nounced that the brothers would 
appeal The maximum penalty 
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might have been a year in the 
workhouse and a $500 fine. 

Wenzel Kindl, 30 years old, said 
he resided at 2306 Menard street; 
John, 28, gave his address as 1709 
South Ninth street. Police records 
stated that John Kindl had been 
sentenced to two years in the Lea- 
venworth Federal penitentiary for 
an attempt to smuggle narcotics 
to a prisoner in the Jefferson City

AGREEMENT TO END LAUNDRY 
STRIKE AT CHAMPAIGN, ILL. 


51 Pickets Arrested at Two Plants

MEDLOGK PAROLE 
UNAER ADVISEMENT 


Applicant, One of Kidnapers 
of Alexander Berg, Appears 
Before Board. 


Specia] to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 5.—The 
parole application of Curtis Med- 
lock, one of the kidnapers of the 
late Alexander Berg of St. Louis in 
1931, was taken under advisement 
by the State Board of Probation 
and Paroles following a hearing 


yesterday at which Medlock made 
a statement in his behalf, 

Medlock pleaded guilty in 1932 
after his trial had started and on 
the recommendation of Circuit At- 
torney Franklin Miller was sen- 
tenced to 25 years in the peniten- 
tiary. He became a State’s witness 
in the later trials of two others 
convicted in the kidnaping. 

One of those appearing in behalf 
of Mediock was his brother, Van 
Medlock, 3827 North Market street, 
St. Louis. The brother recently 
told how Curtis Medlock, who was 
only 22 years old when he entered 
the penitentiary, had, while a pris- 
oner, completed a correspondence 
course in law. His earlier school 
education stopped at about the 
seventh grade. 

State Senators Appear. 

Lieutenant-Governor Frank G. 
Harris, chairman of the parole 
board, said State Senators William 
J. Doran and John P. Shea of St. 
Louis also appeared in behalf of 
Medlock’s application. The two 
Senators said they had other busi- 
ness before the board. 

Circuit Attorney Miller had said 
that he would not oppose the ap- 

lication, When he recommended 2 

year sentence for Medlock he 
called attention to the prisoner’s 
youth, to the fact that he had not 
been previously convicted of crime, 
and to his willingness to aid the 
State in prosecuting others who 
participated in the abduction of the 
wealthy fur merchant. 

Medlock was one of the principals 
in the kidnaping and could have 
been sentenced to life imprisonment 
or death by hanging. The minimum 
sentence for the crime is _ five 
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years in prison. A prisoner under 
sentence up to 25 years becomes | 
automatically eligible for parole 
after serving one-fifth of his sen- 
tence, but it is not mandatory on 
the board to grant it.

PLEA OF NOT GUILTY 
OF RACKET MURDER 


Morris Goldis Denies He Killed. 


New York Union 
Official. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—Morris 
Goldis, who was released for lack 
of evidence three years ago ina 
racket killing, pleaded not guilty 
today following his indictment on 
a first-degree murder charge. 

The indictment, kept secret for 
three weeks, was brought after 
Thomas E. Dewey, special rackets 
prosecutor and District Attorney- 
elect, had presented witnesses to 
the grand jury. It was handed up 
to Supreme Court Justice Ferdi- 
mand Pecora less than 24 hours 
after Charles A. Schneider an- 
nounced his resignation as Assist- 
ant State Attorney-General. 

Schneider was named in one of 
the prosecutor’s recent campaign 
speeches as the “well-connected 
lawyer” and Tammany district 
leader who defended Goldis when 
he first was arrested. 

Dewey’s Remarks on Attorney. 

Dewey, speaking Oct. 27 in his 
successful campaign for District 
Attorney, declared that “this poli- 
tician Assistant Atorney-General 

. . was paid with part of the 
money collected . . . from the flour 
trucking industry” for his work in 
the case. 

Schneider replied then that it was 
his duty as a lawyer to defend 
Goldis and yesterday he said: 

“I would rather be Charley 
Schneider, maligned, stigmatized, 
libeled and tossed about than be 
Mr. Dewey going to bed with this 
on his mind—if he has a con- 
science.” 

He repeated that Attorney-Gen- 
eral John J. Bennett Jr. had not 
asked for his resignation but that 
he had tendered it out of a feeling 
that the State’s chief law officer 
should not be “sullied” by the “ven- 
omous” and “false” statements 
made about a member of his staff. 

“I don’t think anyone should be- 
come the victim of blatant, inane 
talk for political effect,” he said. 

Indicted Three Weeks Ago. 

Dewey, who will take office Jan. 
1 as the first non-Tammany Dis- 
trict Attorney in more than two 
decades, said the indictment against 
Goldis, charging him with the mur- 
der on Sept. 13, 1934, of William 
Snyder, a local union chief, was 
voted by the grand jury three 
weeks ago. It was withheld for 
reasons of political propriety until 
after the campaign was ended, he 
said. — 

Goldis, 27 years ‘old,’ accused of 
being the gunman who was hired 
to shoot Snyder in the back dur- 
ing a meeting of flour truckmen 
in a Lower East Side restaurant, 
has been held as a material witness 
for the last three months. 

Dewey charged Snyder was killed 
because he stood in the way of 
racketeers’ efforts to take over the 
flour and baking industry. 

Goldis’s elder brother, William 
A. (Wolfie) Goldis, succeeded 
Snyder as president of Local 138 
of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Stablemen 
and Helpers of America. 

Wolfie Goldis, who was among 
those present when Snyder was 
killed, was convicted with two

HEARING ON NOV. To 
IN KILLING OF SISTERS 


Case of Two Men at Em- 
inence, Mo., Delayed Be- 
cause They Lack Counsel.

EMINENCE, Mo., Nov. 5.—Doug- 
las Shedd and Lyman Tripp, held 
for the murder Tuesday night of 
Miss Lillian Gregory, 67 years old, 
and her sister, Miss Bertha Gregory, 
64, were returned here today for 
arraignment on the charges, but the 
hearing was continued by Justice of 
the Peace Melissa Akers because 
they were not represented by coun- 
sel. 

A preliminary hearing in the case 
was set for Nov. 15, by Mrs. Akers, 
after the information filed against 
them was read, they were returned 
to jail at West Plains, Mo., where 
they had been taken for safe keep- 
ing following their arrest Wednes- 
day. 

Charges in Warrants. 

Shedd,-a W P A worker, was 
charged, in a warrant issued yes- 
terday by Mrs. Akers, with first de- 
gree murder in the killing of the 
women, whose bodies were found 
after their small two-story frame 
house on their farm, five miles 
northwest of here, was burned to 
the ground. 

Tripp, a lumberjack, was charged 
in a warrant with aiding and abet- 
ting in the crime. Prosecuting At- 
torney L. B. Shuck, who filed an 
information on which the warrants 
were based, said he would oppose 
their release on bond. Both were 
taken to West Plains, Mo., follow- 
ing their arrest Wednesday, and 
placed in jail there for safekeeping. 

The prosecutor said there was 
little doubt the women had been 
murdered before their home was 
set on fire, and that robbery hf 
probably the motive as it was gen- 
erally known in the county that 
the sisters kept small amounts of 
cash in their home. 

Traced By Auto Tracks. 

Tripp, who is 22, was arrested 
after automobile tire tracks dis- 
covered near the Gregory home 
were found to match those on 
Tripp’s car. Sheriff Freeman Powell 
said he obtained a statement from 
him, admitting he and Shedd had 
been to the Gregory home shortly 
before it was discovered in flames. 

Tripp’s statement, Powell said, 
was that Shedd offered to pay 
Tripp a dollar Tuesday night to 
drive him “about four miles out of 
town,” explaining he had to see 
someone on business.

Powell said Shedd ad- 
mitted being with Tripp Tuesday 
night up to the time Tripp said 
they started for the Gregory farm. 
Shedd said he left Tripp and re- 
turned home, Powell said. 

The sisters, who lived in seclu- 
sion on their 157-acre bottom land 
tract for many years, were regard- 
ed by their neighbors as thrifty 
farm women who had been able to 
save a little each year. Miss Ber- 
tha Gregory was at one time a 
teacher in rural schools in Osage 
and Shannon counties.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Repre- 
sentatives Thomas (Dem.), Texas, 
and Keller (Dem.), Illinois, first 
members of the House Labor Com- 
mittee to return for the special 
session, predicted today their group 
would recall the wage-hour Dill 
from the Rules Committee, which 
kept it bottled up last session. 

Both men said they believed the 
bill, which has passed the Senate, 
could be improved. 

Thomas urged elimination of 
some of the exemptions now in the 
measure and referred specifically to 
one applying to employes of local 
retailers. He said he wanted the

The bill would permit a Federal 
board to fix minimum wages as 
high as 40 cents an hour and a 
work-week as short as 40 hours. It 
also would bar products of child 
labor from interstate trade. 

Keller said he thought the wage 
and hour problem should have been 
approached through separate legis- 
lation for major industries such as 
steel, textiles, automobiles and coal.

They agreed that they met fn No- 
vember, 1932, when Mrs. Thurman, 
peddling neckties, called at Lowis’ 
office, them.at 1905 Locust street; 
that they were married at St. 
Charles Feb. 18, 1933, and that she 
obtained a divorce from Frank Ben- 


nearly two months after her mar- 
riage to Lowis. 

The slight, soft-spoken Mrs. Thur- 
man, in a prim, blue woolen dress 
with starched white collar and 
cuffs, asserted Lowis knew she was 
married, took her to a lawyer’s of- 
fice a month after they met and 
made arrangements for her divorce 
suit, and agreed to marry her again 
after her divorce when he became 
impatient and persuaded her to go 
through with the St. Charles cere- 
mony.

Says Hunters Can Shoot Coots on 
ater as Well as on Wing 
From Moving Boats.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Nov. 5.—Act- 
ing Director of Conservation Thom- 
as Lynch said today that many 
sportsmen were under the misap- 
prehension that coots may not be 


shot on the water or from a mov- 
ing boat, but that otherwise “the 
hunters’ comprehension of the new 
Illinois Game Code is excellent and 
the statutes apparently are being 
well observed.” 

The game laws adopted by the 
Sixtieth General Assembly prohibit 
shooting quail or cock pheasants 
unless they are on the wing, and 
many sportsmen, Lynch said, under- 
stood this statute also applied to 
coots. “This is not the case, for 
coots may be shot on the water or 
from a moving boat,” Lynch ex- 
piained. 

He said that compliance with the 
new code apparently was the best 
in years.

The program, planned by a spe- 
cial committee appointed last May, 
was announced to the twenty- 
sixth annual convention of the wt 
sociation after receiving unanimous 
approval by the governing board. | 
The announcement came only two | 
days after George C. Matthews of 
the Securities Exchange Commis- 
sion had appealed to the conven- 
tion to study means toward effec- 
tive self-regulation, to lift part of 
the load from fhe taxpayers of po- 
licing the securities business. 
Three Main Provisions. 
The new provisions are designed 
to restrict membership in the or- 
ganization, first “to investment 
bankers of the highest character,” 
second to applicants who have

ness,” and third, “adequate capital 
for the requirements of the busi- 
ness, but in no event shall the capi- 
tal be less than $25,000.”

KARL MARX CHANGED 
WORLD, WALLACE SAYS

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SPEED-UP CHARGED 
AT DONNELLY PLANT 


Affidavit Says Many Girl 
Workers Went Home 
“Extremely Nervous.” 


By the Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 5. — 


‘ An affidavit that many girl op- 


erators wept and went home in an 
extremely nervous condition be- 
cause of speed required at the Don- 
nelly Garment Co. plant was sub- 
mitted in a United States Court 
hearing yesterday by an attorney 
for the International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment Workers’ Union. 

“The time finally came when 
girls were required to earn $15 a 
week on piece work or they were 


weeded out of the plant,” Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Stroup, now living in Boulder 
City, Nev., said in an affidavit. “I 
saw, every week, girls crying be- 
cause they could not keep up.” 

Mrs. Stroup said in the affidavit 
she was employed “off and on” by 
the Donnelly company from 1927 to 
1935. 

The hearing is before a three- 
Judge court on petition of the Don- 
melly Co. for a temporary injunc- 
tion against interference by the 
union. Mrs. Nell Donnelly Reed, 
wife of former United States Sen- 
ator James A. Reed, is president 
of the company. 

Affidavit by Union Leader. 

Meyer Perlstein, regional director 
for the union, said in an affidavit 
reviewing negotiations with gar- 
gent factories here: : 

“In March, 1937, I wrote... to 
the Donnelly Co. for grievance ad- 
justments. The letter stated that 
organized workers were enjoying a 
five-day, 35-hour week and a $22.05 
per week minimum scale for op- 
erators ... It charged that in the 
Donnelly plant the minimum wage 
scale for operators was between 
$12.50 and $15 a week ... and that 
the hours of work at Donnelly’s 
were from 40 to 50 a week.” 

“The Donnelly Co. sent no reply 
to this letter.” : 

“Up to the present we have agree- 
ments with 90 per cent of the 
manufacturers of ladies’ garments 
in Kansas City on the basis of a 
35-hour week and a substantial rise 
in wage scales,” the affidavit stated. 

“During our negotiations, pay of 
workers at the Donnelly Co. had 
been increased and working condi- 
tions improved. .. . Following the 
(Supreme Court) decision against 
the N R A, earnings of Donnelly 
employes were reduced and work- 
ing hours increased.” bs 

Violence “Never Intended.” 

Other testimony included a de- 
position by Mrs. Wave Tobin, Kan- 
sis City manager of the joint board 
of the union, in which she said 
strike violence was “never  in- 
tended.” 

“We never intended to have vio- 
lence,” Mrs. Tobin said in her de- 
position. “However, sometimés 
girls can’t be controlled. Things 
may happen on the streets over 
which you have no control. People 
may lose their tempers.” 


GOV. STARK SAYS $20-A-MONTH 
OLD AGE PENSIONS IN SIGHT 


Present Cases Are Being Reinves- 
tigated to Comply With Gov- 
ernment Regulations. 


By the Associated Press. | 
. JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 5.—Old 


age pensions averaging $20 a month, 
Gov. Stark said today, are in pros- 
pect as soon as the Social Security 
Department can reinvestigate pres- 
ent cases. 

For the current month, the pen- 
sion checks to the 74,354 persons on 
the rolls averaged $13.17, an in- 
crease of 31 cents over October 
payments. 

Stark said he had ordered George 
I. Haworth, Social Security Admin- 
istrator, to work his force “night 
and day” in order to increase the 
pensions as rapidly as possible. The 
Governor pcinted out the Federal 
Government will not allow any in- 
crease in the pension payments 
until cases are reinvestigated. 

The State has $34,000,000 for old 
age pension payments for the 1937- 
38 biennium. Of this amount, $7,- 
339,028 has been paid out to date, 
the State Auditor’s department 
stated. The State appropriation of 
$17,000,000 is matched with Federal 
funds.

LONDON, Nov. 5.—King George 
and Queen Elizabeth have come 
back to town with the idea that 
home-loving royalty like themselves 
might just as well be cozy. 

Windsor Castle, favorite home of 
Queen Victoria, may be used almost 
as much by the King and Queen 
as Buckingham Palace. The palace 
is likely to be reserved more and 
more for official functions and au- 
diences, 

Two considerations prompted this 
decision—the accessibility of Wind- 
sor, and the need for room for the 
Princesses to play out of the public 
eye. 

The King and Queen have decid- 
ed to modernize the historic castle, 
Elizabeth has consulted architects 
and decorators in a move to make 
the place more livable. 

The work will be carried out un- 
der the direct supervision of the 
Queen. Most of the apartments 
have been unaltered since Edward 
VII's time, and new plumbing, bet- 
ter lighting, and more comfortable 
furniture are needed. 

Windsor Park Riding Fee. 

Incidentally, the royal family has 
inspired a new regulation imposing 
an annual fee of $5 for the priv- 
ilege of horseback riding in Wind- 
sor Park. 

Officials said the rule was needed 
because riders caused damage in 
the park, but it is known that an 
effort to prevent peeping at the 
King and Queen in their garden 
is the real reason. 

The custom of firing royal sa- 
lutes in front of the gates of Wind- 
sor Castle, discontinued in 1931 on 
economy grounds, is to be revived. 
The custom had n followed for 
several centuries. Arrangements 
are being made for a salute to be 
fired on George’s birthday, Dec. 14. 

Back in London from Scotland 
after their first real holiday since 
the coronation, the King and Queen 
have a program to keep them fully 
occupied through the winter and 
spring. 

Still unsettled is the question 
whether George VI will follow his 
father’s example and broadcast to 
the British Empire on Christmas 
day. 

Winter Window Boxes. 

As for the housewifely Elizabeth. 
she already has set a new London 
fashion. Summer window boxes 
were a predominant feature of the 
Edwardian era in Mayfair and Bel- 
gravia, but the vogue for the win- 
ter window box has been inspired 
by the Queen. 

Hostesses returning to London 
have paid a compliment to the 
Queen by choosing the same win- 
dow box scheme she used at her 
Piccadilly house when Duchess of 
York. ; 

The Queen is disappointed be- 
cause window boxes cannot be in- 
stalled at Buckingham Palace. Au- 
thorities maintain they would spoil 
the classical facade. However, the 
little Princesses are to grow their 
own bulbs for spring in window 
boxes installed in their suite over- 
looking the palace gardens, 

When they are in London, Eliza- 
beth and Margaret Rose will also 
work in the sarden at Buckingham 
Palace specially created for their 
use. They each have been allotted 
a plot to cultivate after their own 
ideas. They will be responsible for 
such tasks as weeding and remov- 
ing dead flowers and leaves. 

A small pool has been built as 
part of this garden, and Princess 
Margaret ig looking forward to hav- 
ing some ducks next year. 


ICKES FAVORS GOVERNMENT 
CONTROL OF SUBMERGED LANDS 


Except Along Gulf Section, Where 
Texas Has Domain Rights, He 
Would Claim Areas for Oil Reserves

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes said re- 
cently he believed submerged lands 
generally should be under Federal 
control, but that the Texas Gulf 
Coast might be excepted. 
Commenting on a_ resolution 
adopted recently by the Texas Sen- 
ate protesting against any Federal 
claims on submerged lands within 
the three-mile limit, Ickes told re- 
porters Texas might have valfil 
rights for such action.

Francis L. Brinkman, an attor- 
ney, testified Shanahan had given 
Miss Mary Flynn, one of the legisla- 
tor’s two cousins contesting the will 
and deathbed marriage to his sec- 
retary, Miss Helen Troesch, $80,000 
more than a year before his death. 

Previously, Robert EB. Rodgers, a 
realtor, testified Miss Flynn had 
stolen the $80,000 from a box in 
Shanahan’s office. 

“Do you know if Mary Flynn stole 
$80,000 from David E. Shanahan?” 
asked Eugene P. Kealy, counsel for 
Mary and Margaret Flynn. 

Money in Deposit Box, 
“I know she did not,” Brinkman 
replied. “It is now in a safety de- 
posit box at the Harris Trust & 
Savings Bank. Mr. Shanahan 
turned it over to Mary Fiynn in 
1985, a year and a half before he 
died. It was a gift to Mary and 
Helen was to receive one-fifth. 
“It remained,” he continued, “in 
a box at the Northern Trust Co. un- 
til 1986 when Mary and Helen took 
it out and placed it in a box at the 
Palmer House.

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SHOE STORE ROBBER 
CAPTURED WITH $19 


Assistant Manager | Catches 
Thief, 60; He Admits Attempt- 
ed Holdup at Famous-Barr. 


A 60-year-old man who robbed 
the Thom McAn shoe store, 714 
Washington avenue, of $19 at clos- 
ing time yesterday after loitering 
in the store several hours, posing as 
a customer, was captured by the as- 
sistant manager, Louis Blackwell, 
as he fled east on the crowded side- 
walk.

Representatives of the city con- 
tinued to bid for the tax bills on 
the more desirable property offered 
for the third time at the sale, held 
under the Jones-Munger law.

of Mrs. Anna Marie Hahn, ac- 
cused of poisoning Jacob Wagner, 
78 years old, would go to the jury 
today. 

Some expected the panel of ii 
women and one man would begin 
deliberation late in the afternoon. 

In arguments yesterday, Defense 
Counsel Joseph H. Hoodin said: 

“TI make no contention that Mrs. 
Hahn is an angel or a righteous 
woman, but there’s a difference 
between stealing and running 
around with men... and first- 
degree murder. 

“There isn’t one iota of evidence 
that Mrs. Hahn ever purchased or 
obtained the poison.” 

Concedes She Forged Check. 

He previously conceded that Mrs. 
Hahn forged the name of Wagner 
to a $1000 check. 

“Don’t convict Mrs. Hahn be- 
cause she admitted a forgery,” he 
pleaded. 

Prosecutor Dudley Miller Outcalt 
had asserted Mrs. Hahn committed 
“a cycle of crimes for gain.”

RESEARCH GROUP 
PREDICTS OLD Aut 
PENSION SURPLUS 


Analysis in ‘‘Mind Your 
Business” Estimates Bal- 
ance in State Fund at 


$7,000,000 Next Year. 


SHORTAGE IN CITY 
RELIEF FUNDS CITED 


Estimated Excess More 
Than Enough to Provide 
for Costs Communities 


Are Asked to Bear. 


An analysis of funds available 
to the State Social Security Com- 
mission, made public today by the 
Governmental Research Institute 
in its publication, “Mind Your Busi- 
ness,” indicates that depsite the 
shortage in direct relief funds, there 
will be surplus, at the present rate 
of expenditure, in the old-age pen- 
sion funds appropriated for 1937 
and 1938. 

It would cost the State $4,000,- 
000, the Institute calculates, to as- 
sume the 40 per cent of direct re- 
lief costs which the State is now 
asking local communities to bear. 
At the present rate of expenditure 


for old age pensions, the Institute | | 


holds, the State will have $7,000,000 


left in the old age pension fund at 
the end of 1938. 

“Direct relief, old age assistance 
(pensions) and aid to dependent 
children are methoas Ss? providing 
public assistance to persons and 
families who are in need,” the bulle- 
tin continues. “It is said that the 
State appropriation for direct re- 
lief is inadequate. It would be 
more nearly adequate, however, if 
the persons now on direct relief 
who would qualify for old age as- 
sistance and aid to dependent chil- 
dren were transferred from relief 
to those forms of aid. 

Transfers Cited. 

“Since old age assistance was 
assumed by the State in January, 
1936, 802 persons have been trans- 
ferred from direct relief in St. 
Louis to old age assistance rolls, 
but it is estimated that there are 
approximately 600 persons still on 
relief in the city who would qualify 
for old age assistance. It appears 
also that there are many families 
on relief in which the’ children 
would qualify for aid to dependent 
children. 

“The total appropriation for aid to 
dependent children for the present 
biennium amounts to $2,250,000 in- 
cluding the Federal grant. Recently 
it was announced that the first 
payments for aid to dependent chil- 
dren would not begin until January, 
1938. 

“Now that the State has central- 
ized administrative responsibility 
for these various forms of assist- 
ance in the State Social Security 
Commission, there is opportunity to 
readjust the program by purging 
the old age assistance rolls and by 
transferring to old age assistance 
and to aid to dependent children, 
those cases which would qualify for 
such aid but are being carried on 
relief. 

Administration Emphasized. 

“The future of social security 
rests not so much upon the amount 
of public funds expended as it does 
upon the manner in which it is ad- 
geo 

The bulletin says the Institute is 
not taking the position that local 
governments should cease perma- 
nently to contribute to relief costs, 
but is “merely presenting informa- 
tion.” The Institute points out that 
many citizens understood 
liquor-tax revenues and the increase 
in the State sales tax to 2 per cent 
would enable the State to assume 
full responsibility for public assist- 
ance activities. 

“Recently St. Louis city officials 
have requested the State to assume 
the entire cost of relief, asserting 
that the State law makes this a 
State obligation,” the article con- 
tinues. “The State Social Security 
Commission has declined to accept 
the entire responsibility for financ- 
ing relief, pointing out that the 
State appropriation of $8,949,000 
would be insufficient to meet all the 
estimated needs of the State for the 
biennium. The commission pro- 
poses to meet 60 per cent of the es- 
timated relief requirements in each 
county, leaving the remaining 40 
per cent to be financed from local 
funds. 


Balance of $6,251,000. 


“On Oct. 1, the uncommitted bal- 
ance of the State appropriation for 
relief amounted to $6,251,000, which 
would permit an average expendi- 
ture of approximately $416,000 a 
month during the remainder of the 
biennium, If that sum is sufficient 
to finance only 60 per cent of the 
total needs, then the local commu- 
nities would be expected to provide 
$277,000 per month to finance the 
remaining 40 per cent.” 

On the subject of old age pen- 
sions, the bulletin mentions that 
only one State, Oklahoma, has on 
its pension rolls a larger propor- 
tion of the eligible population group 
than Missouri. Missouri has 73,428 
pensioners, more than half of the 
total number of persons aged 70 or 
more who resided in Missouri at 
the time of the last census. 

“Old age assistance is not a pen- 
sion to be given as a matter of

right, but is a form of direct relief, 
since the law provides that it shall 
be given to persons over age 70 who 
are in need and without means of 
support,” the bulletin adds. “The 
relatively large number of persons 
on old age assistance in compari- 
son with the number in other states 
ndicates the need of a strict policy 
of rigid investigation to determine 
whether new applicants as well as 
present recipients are in need and 
without means of support. 
$34,000,000 Appropriated. 
“Appropriations from State funds 
and Federal grants for old age as- 
sistance amount to $34,000,000 for 
the present biennium. Up to Oct. l, 
$5,831,756 or 17.2 per cent of that 
appropriation had been spent. If 
the present number of persons, ap- 
proximately 73,500, be continued on 
old age assistance, and if the pres- 
ent average payments of approxi- 
mately $12.75 per month be main- 
tained during the remaining 15 
months of the biennium, more than 
$14,000,000 of the appropriation 
would remain unexpended at the 
end of the biennial period. 
“One-half of that amount repre- 
sents the Federal grant but the 
other hal? or $7,000,000, would re- 
main as the unexpended appropria- 
tion from State revenues. . By com- 
parison, the 40 per cent of the di- 
rect relief needs which the State is 
asking the local governments to fi- 
nance would amount. to slightly 
the re- 
mainder of the biennium.” 


The Governmental Research In- 
stitute is a private agency in St. 
Louis, supported by business inter- 
ests, which studies expenditures of 
the city and state governments.

The testimony came from James 
R. Kelahan of Granite City, who is 
secretary and business representa- 
tive of the union—an American 
Federation of Labor affiliate. Called 
to the stand yesterday as a witness 
for the board, he resumed his testi- 
mony this morning and continued 
it into the afternoon session. 

Also Served on Committee. 


Not only did the three men serve 
as the strikers’ representatives dur- 
ing the “stay-in” that began last 
May 3, but they also served on a 
committee that complained on be- 
half of the union about the filling 
of three new jobs at the plant in 
November, 1936, the witness said. 
The union’s grievance at that time 
was that the petroleum company 
was filling the positions without 
regard to the workers’ seniority. 

Beginning yesterday afternoon, 
Alan Perl, trial attorney for the 
N L R B, sought to picture the 
labor relations policy and history of 
the Shell corporation through Kel- 
ahan's answers to his questions. 

A semi-industrial type of union 
was created at the refinery, he 
showed, when the 14 A. F. of L. 
unions represented there entered 
into a loose joint bargaining agree- 
ment in “1935 after two years of in- 
dividual dealing with the firm. 


Under New Jurisdiction. 


The Operating Engineers with- 
drew from this association after a 
year, Kelahan testified, because 
they: felt they could deal more ad- 
vantageously for themselves. How- 
ever, last May the unions were 
placed under the jurisdiction of the 
metal trades department of the 
federation and the Operating En- 
gineers- joined in its petition that 
the 1935 agreement with the com- 
pany be kept in force until the 
workers and the company could 
arrive at a new one. 

Negotiations for this purpose 
were started as early as last Janu- 
ary, the witness said, and a tenta- 
tive basis for a new contract was 
finally formulated. This stipulat- 
ed that the grievances of the Oper- 
ating Engineers were to be dis- 
cussed first with the management. 


New Schedule Posted. 


Outstanding among these was a 
request for a special time: sched- 
ule. Then on Saturday, May 1, the 
company posted 4d new schedule 
without consulting union represen- 
tatives. After vain efforts to reach 
company representatives, the men 
started their “stay-in” strike on 
Monday. 

It was while this was in progress, 
Kelahan said today, that he ap- 
proached the strikers with two 
company representatives and two 
officials of the Federation of La- 
bor’s Metal Trades Department.

RURAL RESIDENTS ARE BIGGEST 
BUYERS OF U.S. SAVINGS BONDS 


One-Third of Year’s Sales of $628,- 
940,000 Were in Towns of 
Less Than 10,000. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Rural 
America—not the big city—appar- 
ently is the best customer for Gov- 
ernment savings bonds. 

“When the bonds were issued in 
1935, we expected financial and in- 
dustrial population centers would 
produce the larger volume of sales, 
but, paradoxically, the so-called 
country towns have proved a better 
sales field, on population basis,” a 
Treasury official said recently. He 
cited these figures: 

Persons in towns of less than 10,- 
000 population bought almost one- 
third of the 1,164,116 bonds with a 
maturity value of $628,940,525 sold 
in the fiscal year ended last June 
30. Between the time the bonds 
went on sale in 1935 and Nov. 1 of 
this year, about 2,500,000 units with 
a maturity-value of about $1,300,000,- 
000 were sold. 

“Never before has rural America 
invested so heavily in any form of 
security,. Government or private,” 
the official said. He gaid savings 
bond sales in Colorado, Montana, 
New Mexico and Wyoming “reflect- 
ed the same higher ratio of sales 
in smaller population centers as did 
the other sections of the country.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—A mild in- 
flation spasm shook the _ stock 
market into a fast but brief rally 
today following a buying rush for a 
wide assortment of gold mining is- 
sues. A downward drift, however, 
developed in the final hour. 

The upward reversal reached its 
peak shortly after the opening 
when the ticker tape fell two min- 
utes behind momentarily and recov- 
eries ran to three or more points. 

Selling handicaps quickly inter- 
vened andpextreme gains were re- 
duced or transformed into declines 
in many instances before the close. 
Dealings also dwindled and there 
was little pickup in momentum dur- 
ing the remainder of the session. 

Gold stocks, up in the face of the 
general downward move in recent 
sessions, were inspired to further 
activity when the yellow metal at 
London was boosted to the equiva- 
lent of $34.98 an ounce, a new two- 
year top in terms of American_dol- 
lar parity. Subsequent bids of as 
much as $35.10 were registered. 
Sterling also climbed as more short 
term balances in New York went 
back to the British metropolis. Of- 
ferings of American securities from 
overseas, though, were not believed 
to have been heavy.

ABROAD, IS INDICATED 


Imports of $28,328,130 Compare 
With Only. $7,000,000 
Stock Gai: 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5. — The 
Commerce Department reported to- 
day $28,328,130 worth of gold was 
imported into the United States in 
the week ended Oct, 29. A com- 
parison with Treasury figures, how- 
ever, indicated the _ stabilization 
fund resold a considerable amount 
of the metal abroad. 

The Treasury’s inactive gold fund 

increased less than $7,000,000 during 
the week. Officials indicated the 
discrepancy was due to stabilization 
fund transactions. 
In recent weeks the price of gold 
on the London market has risen 
above the point where it is profit- 
able to ship gold to this country. 
Although the Treesury pays $35 an 
ounce for gold, it must, because of 
shipping expenses, be cheaper than 
$34.76 to flow from London to this 
country. Today the London price 
reached $35.10, or 34 cents above 
the level for shipping to the United 
States. 

The Commerce Department said 
none of the Oct. 29 week’s gold im- 
ports came from London. The larg- 
est portion, $19,881,854, came from 
Japan. 

During the same week silver im- 
ports totaled $1,105,686 and exports 
$99,846.

Drouth reports from Kansas and Ne- 
braska west of the 100th meridian acted 
as temporary incentives for wheat rallies. 
Late estimates showed some enlargement 
of North American wheat export demand, 
with overseas purchases today totaling 750,- 
000 bushels. 

At the close, wheat was 142 @1%c under 
yesterday’s finish, Dec. 88% @'tec; May 
89 @ %; corn % @1%c down; Vec. 56% @ 
3c; May 58@itéec, and oats Y%c off to 
Wc up. 

Wheat values ran upward here more 
than a cent at times early today, largely 
as the result of report of fros damage to 
Argentine crops. Sharp reactions, however, 
ensued. 

Contributing to an upward trend of wheat 
prices was report that much of the winter 
wheat crop in Nebraska and Kansas had 
made a dangerously late start, and was in 
urgent need of rains. 

Selling on price advances, though, led 
to setbacks that carried the market con- 
siderably under yesterday’s finish and to 
new low seasonal price records. One cause 
assigned for selling pressure was that over- 
night export trade in North American 
wheat was noted as disappointingly small 
and that Russian offers of wheat were be- 
low ruling levels. 

Heavy rains in parts of Argentina were 
reported likely to benefit growing crops. 
Government authorities in Argentina also 
were said to be optimistic relative to the 
crop outlook. They were inclined to disre- 
gard frost reports, although leaves and 
stalks were discolored.

Archeologist’s Find Leads to 
Restoration of Louvre Sculp- 
ture With Cast.

For many years the head of a 
Greek warrior has been much ad- 
mired in the Louvre Museum in 
Paris. Now it is to be seen mounted 
on a cast of the body to which 
it belongs.

TROTSKY DENIES ANY PART 


He Says Executions in Russia Are 
Inspired by Fear of Election 
Results. 

By the Associated Press. 


MEXICO, D. F., Nov. 5.—Leon 
Trotsky, former Bolshevist leader, 
charged in a statement yesterday 
that ousting or execution of leaders 
of component republics of the U. 
S. S. R. was inspired by fear lest 
they “give political expression to 
their discontent” with the present 
Soviet administration at approach- 
ing elections. 

Trotsky denied connection with 
alleged plots in 1933 and 1935 
against the life of Joseph Stalin 
which Russian officials were quoted 
in dispatches as saying that Trot- 
sky directly influenced. 

The Tiflis newspaper “Dawn of 
the East” reported Wednesday that 
testimony at the trial of 13 promi- 
nent politicians of the Abkhazian 
republic disclosed attempts to kill 
Stalin. The defendants were ac- 
cused -of. taking orders from a 
Trotskyist center in Moscow. Wit- 
nesses were said to have testified 
that the Abkhazian anti-Soviet or- 
ganization was formed in 1923 under 
the direct influence of Trotsky. 

Trotsky added: “The statement 
naturally says that I created an 
‘anti-Soviet organization’ in Abk- 
hazia. If you will remember that 
in 1923 I was a member of the 
Politburo (governing body of the 
Russian Communist party), the 
chief of the army and navy and 
a member of the Soviet Executive 
Committee, you will need to admit 
that it was a strange enterprise for 
me: to build up an illegal ‘anti- 
Soviet organization.’ But anachron- 
isms are inevitable parts of all 
frame-ups.” 


GERMANY, POLAND REACH 
AGREEMENT ON MINORITIES 


Rights of Nationals in Both Coun- 
tries to Be Respected by 
Governments.

BERLIN, Nov. 5.—Germany and 
Poland reached an agreement to- 
day to respect the rights of minor- 
ities. 

Under this agreement, regarded 
as a step to fortify Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler’s position in Central 
Europe, there would be mutual re- 
spect for the rights of Germans liv- 
ing in Poland and for those of 
Poles living in Germany.

To Have 7670 Air Officers by 1941 


Already 10,000 Pilots 


Are Available for War 


Duty; Under Present System, Children 
Get Initial Ground Training.

ROME, Nov. 5.—Air Ministry rec- 


ords indicate that Premier Musso- 
lini’s heavy emphasis on military 
training is bringing virtually all of 
the country’s. youthful flying en- 
thusiasts into the military service. 

Whereas, 400 young pilots -won 
their wings in 1935, 800 received 


their first-line ratings In 1936. In 
addition, there were 1400 students 
seeking their first brevets or 
licenses, to fly ~olo pending further 
training. 

The latest figures reveal that 
Italy could count on 10,000 first-line 
pilots in an emergency. About 40 
per cent of this number are on 
active duty. The remainder are on 
the military reserve list, and of 
these, hundreds are flying mail and 
passengers over 22,000 miles of com- 
mercial air lines. 

Recruiting for 7670 Officers. 
Gen. Giuseppe Valle, Undersecre- 
tary for Air, has set in motion re- 
cruiting machinery scheduled to 
give the nation 7670 officers and 
12,647 non-commissioned officers to 
the air arm by 1941. 

A force of 50,000 observers, radio 
operators, mechanics and ground 
crew soldiers already is on call and 
this number will be increased pro- 
portionately under the plan. 

Foreign military observers esti- 


A thousand addi- 
tional planes are placed in the cat- 
tegories of training and miscellan- 
eous craft. The number of commer- 
cial and privately owned planes is 
relatively negligible.

Thé Government starts selective 
training among Dboys as early as 
the age of 8. Government instruct- 
ors hold classes in all the schools 
in the art of airplane modeling. 
Boys showing promise make these 
toys for two years, graduating then 
to larger ones in which aero-dynam- 
ic perfection is stressed. 

By the time the pre-military age 
is reached, the Air Ministry knows 
pretty well which students are 
good candidates for flight train- 
ing. 

The Italian Peninsula has only 
29 air fields open to civilian planes, 
and 15 of these are of a semi- 
military character. Reserved mili- 
tary fields number more than 30 
and are being increased steadily.

HOLLYWOOD'S MOVIE 
ASSAILED IN COMMONS 


Head of Board of Trade Says 
He Does Not Want British, 
Defense Made in America. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 5.—Hollywood’s 
films were condemned in the House 
of Commons last night during de- 
bate on a measure designed to dee 
velop the British motion picture ine 
dustry- by a system of quotas to 
run for 10 years. The proposed 
measure would replace the present 
system, due to expire next March. 

Oliver Stanley, president of the 
Board of Trade, who moved a sec- 
ond reading of the bill, declared 
that any film portraying an exotie 
and eccentric minority as the nae 
tional element weakened British de- 
fenses. 

“We are on our defense ag west- 
erners and as democrats,” he said, 
“The decadence of the West is just 
as much the talk of the bazars of 
the East as the decay of democracy 
is the stock leader (editorial) of 
newspapers of dictators. 

“IT do not want our defenses to 
be made in Hollywood.” 

The Rev. R. Sorensen, Laborite, 
expressed a fear that the United 


-States might annex Britain because 


of American films. He declared he 
was particularly pained at hearing 
the voice of Britannia “speaking 
the accent of Chicago, Oregon and 
Massachusetts.” 

Hollywood did find a defender 
in Vyvyan Adams. He told the 
House he liked the “opulence and 
audacity of the good American 
gangster thrillers.” 

The terms of the bill were not 
made public but authoritative 
sources said they ‘adhered closely 
to the white paper issued last July 
30. This stated the Government 
had decided to establish a quota 
for films that were considered suit- 
able on the basis of quality and pro- 
duction cost. : 

To stimulate production of Brit- 
ish films distributors and exhibitors 
of motion pictures would be re- 
quired to show a certain percentage 
or quota of British pictures.

NO COMPULSION! 
Gratifying evidence comes to light, in the daily re- 


ports on the work of the House Agriculture Commit-: 


tee in framing a farm-aid bill for consideration by the 
special session of Congress, that there is in the com- 
mittee a strong, perhaps a majority, sentiment against 
the compulsory principle of crop control. 

That there is similar powerful opposition among 
the farmers themselyes has been made plain by the 
statements of farm organization leaders and of Con- 
gressmen who have canvassed sentiment in the agri- 
cultural states. If those who favor a voluntary pro- 
gram over compulsion are not actually in the ma- 
jority, they constitute at least a most formidable mi- 
nority. In any case, the antipathy to this particular 
form of regimentation is so great among its in- 
tended beneficiaries as to suggest that any com- 
pulsory system, like the N-R A in industry, would 
fall of its own weight. As Representative Coffee 
(Dem.) of Nebraska said the other day, in opposing 
a compulsory corn-limitation scheme offered to the 
committee, enforcement would require “a policeman 
on every section of land in the corn country.” 

It is devoutly to be hoped, both in the interest of 
the whole public and in that of the farmers them- 
selves, that in the preparation of the farm bill Con- 
gress will resolutely set its face against the danger- 
ous compulsory principle. 

Secretary Wallace has said that a compulsory sys- 
tem would cost less than one based on the voluntary 
co-operation of the farmers. That may be true, 
though we wonder if the Secretary has taken into ac- 
count the enforcement cost—the “policeman on every 
section of land’—under compulsion. But even if it 
is true, the country would do better to pay the higher 
cost than to sanction a principle utterly at variance 
with our democratic fundamentals. 

Compulsion of the sort proposed—the requirement 
that the farmer regulate his acreage and his produc- 
tion in agcord with the mandates from a bureau at 
Washington—has no place, whatever may be the argu- 
ments of expediency offered for it, in the American 
system. 

Nor can it be said that the last election gave a 
mandate for compulsion. No stich issue was raised. 
Aid to the farmer, it is true, was promised by both 
the major parties, and in that direction Mr. Landon 
went even further than Mr. Roosevelt. But neither 
candidate suggested such a radical move as com- 
pelling the farmer to yield his independence to a 
Government bureau. That proposal was no more in 
the campaign than was the Supreme Court packing 
scheme which the President was later to spring with- 
out warning on the public. As to farm aid, what the 
President said slanted definitely toward support of 
co-operation and not compulsion. These were the 
President’s words in his Madison Square Garden 
speech on the eve of the election: 

Of course, we will continue our efforts in be- 
half of the farmers of America. With their con- 
tinued co-operation, we will do all in our power 
to end the piling up of huge surpluses which 
spelled ruinous prices for their crops. We will 
persist in successful action for better land use, 
for reforestation, for the conservation of water 
all the way from its source to the sea, etc. 
There is no way in which the idea of compulsion 

can be read into the President’s statement of what 
the Government purposed to do with the co-operation 
of the farmers. 

All other considerations aside, it is highly doubt- 
ful whether the Supreme Court would uphold a com- 


.pulsory scheme of crop control, The decision against 


the A A A was by 6 to 3, and the AAA Was based, ac- 
cording to the Government’s contention, on a wholly 
voluntary system. Answering the Government’s ar- 
gument, the majority opinion of the court said: 
The Government asserts that whatever might 
be said against the validity of the plan if com- 
pulsory, it is constitutionally sound because the 
end is accomplished by voluntary co-operation. 

... The regulation is not in fact voluntary. ... 

The coercive purpose and intent of the statute 

is not obscured by the fact that it has not been 

perfectly successful. 

Without going into the soundness of the court’s 
reasoning in the A A A case, the question may fairly 
be asked whether, in the light of a decision knock- 
ing out an act ostensibly based on free co-operation 
but found to be in fact compulsory, the court could 
be expected to uphold an act frankly compulsory. 

Primarily, we rest our opposition to compulsion 
not on the ground of what the Supreme Court has 
said, nor even on the fact that the administration 
clearly has no mandate for compulsion, but on the 
ground of public policy. 

The coercive principle of crop control represents 
a Trevolutionary and dangerous departure from the 
American theory and practice of government. Its 
application, whatever might be the temporary bene- 
fits to a part of the farming population, would open 
up a new set of ills worse than the ills sought to be 
cured. The principle ought to be rejected without 
equivocation and the discussion of the farm prob- 
lem carried on from that point. 
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NEWSPAPER FILES IN THE LIBRARY. 

Representatives of the St. Louis Public School 
Patrons’ Alliance and other interested persons, in- 
cluding faculty members from Washington and St. 
Louis universities, have entered a protest with the 
St. Louis Public Library Board against the current 
practice of charging for the use of bound newspaper 
files. The complaint is that the charge of 25 cents 
for the first volume and 10 cents for each additional 
volume works a hardship on many users, including 
university students, who frequently must use news- 
paper files in research. 

The fee was established not to prov.de income 
for the library but to discourage more or less idle 
turning of newspaper files, which are apt to be short- 
lived, even when carefully handled. This being the 
case, it ought not to be difficult for the Library Board 
and the complainants to work out a solution satis- 
factory to both. Fortunately, science is developing 
a system of compressing bulky newspaper files on 
small photographic negatives and with it the means 
for preserving the contents of newsprint long after 
it wastes away with the years,

New Deal feeling, margin requirements, the 
capital-gains tax, the corporate-surplus tax, 
John L. Lewis, and the trade unions. 

I have listened while one man proved that 
the state of the market was an index of 
general business conditions, and another 
argued as cogently that the market was 
an entity in itself unrelated to the real 
world of business. One man states that be- 
cause of Government policies, the sources 
of saving and therefore of capital ir.vest- 
ment have been dried up; and another man 
complains that because of the same policies, 
there has been a lot of idle money lying 
about. I have heard the element of fear 
minimized and maximized. 

On the whole, you can range the explana- 
tions in four groups. There are the theories 
of deliberate conspiracy. There are the 
theories that run primarily in economic 
terms. There are the theories that look to 
Government and politics for the real causes. 
And finally, there are the psychological 
theoriés, which stress fear and hysteria. You 
may be a one-theory man; if so, you may 
have your pick. I happen not to be, and 
I find it interesting to look back at this bit 
of history and construct out of it something 
of a mosaic. 


W ceca the fever chart of Wall Street, 
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It is hard to have much faith in the con- 
spiracy theories, whether the sinister fig- 
ures in them are the manipulators or Gov- 
ernment functionaries. I cannot believe that 
Mr. Morgenthau, Mr. Douglas, and Mr. Ec- 
cles are conspiring to destroy the exchanges; 
I don’t hold bears like Ben Smith or Matt 
Brush responsible; nor can I believe that 
Mr. Gay and Mr. Aldrich, the head of the 
Stock Exchange and the chairman of Chase 
National, are suicidal wreckeérs. 

Take the case of Charles R. Gay. His 
Aug. 17 statement took the form of sharp 
criticism of Government regulation of the 
market, yet actually it made Wall Street 
examine itself critically. Or take the caseé 
of Winthrop Aldrich. His speech was an at- 
tack on Government regulation, and con- 
tained, in addition, a demoralizing analysis 
of the weakness and thinness of the market. 

The interesting thing is that in the Coo- 
lidge and Hoover administrations, men like 
Mr. Gay and Mr. Aldrich were talking not 
defeatism but optimism. These two men 
were not conspirators, but, given slight mar- 
ket disturbances, they used them consciously 
or unconsciously to frighten the administra- 
tion and extract concéssions from Mr. Roose- 
velt, who was already showing signs of 
weakening on the budget issue, along the 
lines of tax alleviation and changes in the 
S EC. 

What was wrong, briefly, was that Wall 
Street had been experiencing a stock boom 
in anticipation of an industrial boom that 
failed to come off. When it became abun- 


dantly clear that the industrial boom would 
not materialize and that the future looked 
dreary, the stock boom collapsed. 
Economists and business men had been 
looking for a spurt this fall. There were 
ample supplies of cheap money; in fact, one 
of the remarkable ‘things about this de- 
pression has been the continuance of low 
interest rates into a far later stage of the 
recovery than usual. There was also a good 
consumer demand, stimulated by re-employ- 
ment, by wage increases following a suc- 
cessful labor-organizing campaign, and by 
Government outlays for relief aad public 
works. The stage was set for a boom in the 
durable (or capital) goods industries, includ- 
ing construction, railways, and the utilities. 
New housing especially was hoped for, and 
there were good prospects of a demand from 
business and industry for replacement of 
equipment that had been long deferred. 
None of these expectations has been real- 
ized. A drive will undoubtedly be made to 
fix the blame on taxes and labor costs. But 
I find the best economic opinion convinced 
that these factors are by no means primary. 
The important fact is that investments in 


the stock market have been booming, and: 


stock prices rising fantastically to a point 
where they have been 25 or 30 or even 40 
times the net earnings. The wind had some- 
how to be taken out.

The question of the Government’s role in 
the market break is a vexed one. TheS EC 
is attacked for tying the market up with 
petty regulations, reducing its volume of 
operations and making it “thin” by unrea- 
sonable restrictions, and in general entan- 
gling it in a bureaucratic net. Ags far as 
bureaucracy is concerned, there can be no 
doubt that it takes a huge staff operating 
under detailed rules to regulate a crowd as 
slippery and intransigent as the stock-mar- 
ket crowd. That drastic regulation was 
needed is no longer arguable. 

The interesting thing about the stock 
break is that it was not primarily the result 
of a speculative frenzy, as was the case in 
1929. The market was to a great extent an 
investors’ market, thanks largely to the 
S E C regulations. 
larger and more speculative market, and the 
margin requirements had been lower, many 
feel that the crash would have been even 
more severe. 

What Wall Street will not recognize in all 
its criticism of the 8 E C is that the stock 
market as we know it is a relic left over 
from a past Golden Age. The Exchange 
still lives in the memory of its vanished 
splendor of the 1920’s and it maintains in 
million-share days the proportions it had in 
the 5,000,000- and 7,000,000-share days. 

There ig literally not enough business to 
go around among the 1500 members. The 
brokers, many of them’ rich men’s sons 
for whom there was no other career, have 
fallen on lean days. They can’t make 
enough on stock commissions, they are 
hemmed about in their attempts to specu- 
late on the side, and there seems to be no 
way by which they can reduce their num- 
bers and shrink the business to profitable 
proportions, They have become fretful and 
embittered, and spend their energy making a 
butt of the néarest object—the S EC.

Mr. Black’s Distinction 


From the Pittsburgh Press. 


E wouldn’t care to underwrite the 

opinions of Mr. Justice Black on all is- 
sues, but there is one question at least on 
which he should see eye to eye with every- 
one who pays Federal income taxes. 

For Mr. Justice Black enjoys the distino- 
tion of being the only member of the 
preme Court who has to pay an income 
on his salary. Every other Associate Justice 
draws bh $20,000 salary tax-free, while Chief 
Justice Hughes gets $22,500, undiminished by 
tax. But Mr. Justice Black, out of his $20,000 
salary, has to pay back to the Government 
$1409—which is the same tax that must be 
paid by any $20,000-a-year private citizen, 
who, like Mr. Black, is married and su 
three children. 

The others are sitting pretty because back 
in 1920, the Supreme Court (Brandeis and 
Holmes dissenting) ruled that the sixteenth 
amendment, giving Congress the power “to 
lay and collect taxes on incomes, from what- 
ever source derived,” didn’t mean what 
said. The court held that Congress coul 
tax the salary of a Federal Judge because 
that in effect would “diminish” the Judge's 
compensation while he was in office, and 
therefore would be in violation of another 
portion of the Constitution. ’ 

To overcome that ruling, Congress, in 1932, 
enacted a law applying the tax to the sal- 
aries of all Judges thereafter appointed, So 
it is that Mr. Justice Black and some 50 
Judges in the lower Federal courts, who 
have been appointed since 1932, pay income 
taxes on their salaries, whereas the eight 
other Supreme Court Judges and 150 other 
lower court Judges, who got on the payroll 
before 1932, don’t have to pay. | 

If this question comes up for re-examina- 
tion, we hope Mr. Justice Black proves him- 
self egotistical enough to insist that his fel- 
low Associate Justices are entitled to 
more pay than he gets, and persu 
enough to get a majority of his colleagues 
to agree that they and other Federal Judges 
have no right to claim immunity from the 
obligation to support the Government on the 
same basis that ordinary citizens do.

Anyhow, Hitler at last has won for himself 
a title. If Bismarck was Germany's “Iron 
Chancellor,” Der Fuehrer should be known 
as the Reich’s “Chancellor of Brass.”

He has been re-elected 
because a great majority know that 
he has given the city an honest, 
capable, non-partisan and far- 
sighted administration, and because 
even the opposition knew that his 
record was unassailable. 
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It would be rash to make any 
predictions about national politics 
on the basis of the vote in New 
York City. Though Mr. Mahoney 
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ocratic State and national organiza- 
tions, it is evident that Gov. Leh- 
man and Senator Wagner and even 
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Democracy as It Is Meant to Work 


aside for the time being. 

That the voters and the politi- 
cians, the Republican organization 
and the Labor party leaders, did 
really lay aside all the other issues, 
is greatly to their credit as citizens 
and most reassuring as a test of 
democratic institutions. It has been 
shown that a great majority will 
come together in support of good 
government in New York despite 
the congested population, the com- 
plexity of its problems, the sharp 
contrasts between riches and pov- 


the more recent immigrants. 
The democratic system has 
‘worked here as believers in democ- 
racy would wish it to work. Com- 
petent and courageous men have 
come to the fore. They have gov- 
erned well. Their record has been 
correctly and fairly displayed to the 
voters by the newspapers and 
through other channels of informa- 
tion. And the voters have respond- 
ed by demonstrating that they know 
and appreciate a good thing when 
they have it.

The principal credit belongs to 
Mayor LaGuardia. He is perhaps 
the first of all the reforming May- 
ors of New York City who has 
known how to make good govern- 
ment popular. His predecessors, 
admirable. men though they were, 
never did contrive to make effi- 
ciency seem humane and to make 
good government seem human. Mr. 
LaGuardia has succeeded in doing 
just that. No one else has ever 
done it in New York City, though 
Al Smith in his great days did it 
in New York State. 
For that reason it looks’ very 
much as if Tammany and the polit- 
ical tradition which it symbolizes 
had at last received a mortal blow. 
For while Tammany has been dy- 


ing by iné ms in New York for ten 
years, th was never until now 
a complete pata to Tammany. 


The Republicans could not offer 
it: they are too remote from the 
masses. The conventional] reform- 
ers could not provide it: they do 
not speak the language of the 
people. 

Mayor LaGuardia has provided it. 
He has demonstrated by his acts 
that a government can be efficient 
and none the less humane, that tol- 
erance and justice are in fact pref- 
erable to favoritism and the care- 
less good humor of Tammany, that 
the rights of the poor can be pro- 
tected more adequately by intelli- 
gent enforcement of the law than 
by friendly fixers in the district 
clubhouses.

The human sympathy which has 
been the abiding strength of Tam- 
many has at last been infused into 
the tradition of-good government. 
Mayor LaGuardia has brought about 
that fusion, and for that reason his 
triumphant victory is a significant 
and hopeful event.

GOVERNMENT SHOWS 
IS FILM, THE RIVER’) 


Preview of New Documentary 
for Invited Audience at 
Screening Room. 


A preview of the Government’s 
second documentary film, “The 
River,” for an invited audience of 
engineers, educators, city, State and 
Government officials, yesterday, re- 
vealed an accomplishment exceed- 
ing that of the previous picture, 
“The Plow That Broke the Plains,” 


and a work of exceptional pictorial 
quality. 
Although some who will view it 
in its public showings, intended for 
some weeks hence, will see it as an 
instrument of New Deal propa- 
ganda, the picture has very little 
argument for any project. Its 
strongest statement is probably one 
in connection with a few flashes of 
the Tennessee Valley dams, to the 
effect that “we had the power to 
take the valley apart, we have the 
power to put it together again.” 
Fully five-sixths of its 30-minute 
length is devoted to mere photogra- 
phy of the Mississippi Valley, de- 
cidedly geographic and with no 


generally admitted by flood con- 
trol engineers—that destruction of 
forests increased the hazards of 
rainfall and that much good soil 
has been washed away and into the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

The film shows the building of 
levees as the first means of flood 
control, the steamboat traffic pre- 
ceding the Civil War, the gigantic 
lumbering operations in the upper 
river valley after the war and the 
rise of the industrial cities in the 
Ohio valley. 

Then, from the melting of 
icicle it works up to the Ohio 
floods of last spring and _ those 
scenes, taken two weeks after the 
film had been completed officially 
and included only because they an- 
tiquated previous flood shots, are 
the most impressive of the entire 
picture. 

The narration by Thomas Chalm- 
ers changes with them from calm 
recital to the staccato radio orders 
with which listeners were familiar 
last spring and the musical -score 
works up to alarming blasts of 
steam whistles. Elsewhere in the 
length of the picture, the selections 
of Virgil Thomson range from old 
familiar hymns, such as “How Firm 
a Foundation” and “No, Not One” 
to the rousing “Hot Time in the 
Old Town Tonight.” 

No human problem is brought in 
until the picture is virtually fin- 
ished and there the sharecroppers 
are mentioned as a product of poor 
land. The Tennessee Vailey Proj- 
ect is confined largely to flashes of 
dams and impounded waters. 

“The River” was written and di- 
rected for the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration by Pare Lorentz, for- 
mer motion picture critic, who 
wrote and directed “The Plow That 
Broke the Plains.” Plans for its 
distribution include release’ to 
schools and college as well as to 
commercial theaters. Yesterday’s 
screening, which followed a “pre- 
meire” at New Orleans last week, 
was held at the S’Renco screening 
room, 3143 Olive street. -—C. Mc.

Result Is Reduction in Size of 
Classes and Reduction in 
Costs. 


The total of pupils failing in pub. 
lic high school courses has been dee 
creased by 6 per cent in the last 
five years, it is shown in a report 
issued yesterday. 

There was no lowering of schol- 
astic standards in this time, George 
R. Johnson, director of the Board 


measurements, said in the report, 
which was submitted to Superin- 
tendent of Instruction Henry J, 
Gerling. 

Average intelligence of the high 
school pupils was graded at 106.8, 
normal being 100, Johnson said. He 
pointed out that failures, however, 
had no direct relation to intelli- 
gence and were due to no single 
cause. Absence, lack of aptitude 
and social maladjustment were 
among the important causes of fail- 
ures noted. Reduction of failures 
has tended to reduce the size of 
classes and lower educational costs, 
because fewer pupils need to repeat 
courses. 

The greatest reduction of fail- 
ures was in mathematics, where the 
proportion five years ago was 13: 
per cent, compared with 8 per cent 
now. The volume of failures in 
foreign languages caused a close in- 
quiry, in which the pupils were 
asked to write letters telling why 
they chose these courses. Replics 
indicated, Johnson said, that the 
children took up the languages to 
gain college entrance credits or at 
the suggestion of parents or teach- 
ers, and that many failed for lack 
of interest. 

There were nine times as many 
girls as boys graduating from high 
school here in 1880, the report con- 
tinues, but now the number of boy 
graduates exceeds the number of 
girls. Educators have concluded 
the change was largely due to re- 
duction in the employment of boys,

Executive Testifies in Madison 
Trial He Bought From 
Small Refiners in 1935-36. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADISON, Wis., Nov. 5. -— The 
first direct testimony of an - oil 
company executive that this com- 
pany purchased gasoline from smal! 


refineries in 1935 and 1936 “to help 
stabilize the market” was given 
yesterday in the Federal Govern- 
ment's gasoline price-fixing case. 

The witness was Harold Par- 
sons, East Orange, N. J., of the 
Tide Water Associated Oil Co, He 
said he was assistant to the presi- 
dent of the Tide Water Oil Co, of 
New Jergey when it bought gaso- 
line in those years, 

“The erwpany purchased the 
gasoline because « was required to 
supplement our stocks and because 
we believed it wag a good thing 
to endeavor to take gasoline from 
East Texas and help stabilize the 
market,” Parsons said. 

Tide Water Associated ia one of 
the 23 oil cempanies charged with 
conspiring to increase and peg Mid- 
Western gasoline prices in those 
years through alleged buying pro- 
grams at “artifically high” prices, 

Parsons explained that Tide 
Water Associated was a holding 
company until December, 1936-—-the 
same month the company was in- 
dicted—and that in that month it 
took over the assets of Tide Water 
Oil Co. 

In  cross-examination Parsons 
said Tide Water buyers were in- 
structed to buy “at the going price 
or the best price they could get,” 
and that Hast Texas purchasing 
was never considered by the board 
of directors of Tide Water As- 
sociated. 

He stated the principal reason 
for purchasing was to meet re- 
quirements, adding that Tide Water 
companies always have purchased 
gasoline in addition to that refined 
in its own plant. 


HENNINGS TO SEEK RECALL 
OF U.S. TROOPS IN CHINA 


Congressman Says He Intends to 
Ask for Action at Special 
Session. 

Congressman Thomas C. Hen- 
nings Jr. speaking before the 
Greater S8t. Louis Peace Action 
Committee at the Downtown Y. M. 
C, A. last night, said he intended 
to demand, as a member of .the 
House Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, that American troops be 
withdrawn from the battle area in 
China. 

“If the circumstances are not ma- 
terially altered by the time the spe- 
cial session of Congress opens Nov. 
15,” Hennings said, “I intend to ask 
that the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations meet for this purpose, The 
time has come to set a date on 
which American forces will be with- 
drawn.

SUGIAL SECURITY LAW 
UP FOR STUDY TODAY 


Special Board of 24 Starts. Ane 
alysis to Determine if 
Changes Are Needed. 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—A come 
mittee of 24 began today an analy- 
sis of the two-year-old Social Se- 
curity Law. 

Their purpose was to recommend 
changes, if any seem advisable, to 
perfect the largest tax plan and 
insurance system yet projected by 
the Government, 

Thirty-four million wage earners 
have a stake in these deliberations, 
They hold, or are soon to hold, so- 
cial security numbers and they have 
reason to hope that, because of the 
taxes they are paying for the pur- 
pose, they will not be penniless in 
old age or starving during periods 
of unemployment, 

Vandenberg Raised the Iague. 

The study started today was not 
undertaken primarily for the settle- 
ment of any controversy. 

To report that one group asserts 
the law is dangerous or bunglingly 
ineffective, while an opposing group 
championg the law, would be to ex- 
aggerate expressed differences of 
opinion, 

Criticiam by Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, of the procedure 
and particularly of the prodigious 
reserve fund involved, led to crea- 
tion of the advisory council by the 
Senate Finance Committee and the 
Social Security Board. 

Vigorously deploring the present 
set-up, Vandenberg said: 

“The wage-earners of the nation 
could have been spared the awful 
burden of pouring 60 billions of 
its resources into this fictitious 
(Secia] Security) fund” 

He called the law itself a “typ- 
ical example of the gross extent 
to which humane and lofty pur- 
poses are being often subverted by 
hasty, ill-digested shotgun legisla- 
tion.” 

The Senator said that he voted 
for the Social Security Act and 
that he believes in its objectives, 
but he added: 

“I do not believe that we should 
decline cold-bloodedly to analyze 
its mathematics in behalf of better- 
ment.” 

Board Chairman’s Position, 

On the other hand, Chairman A. 
J. Altmeyer of the Social Security 
Board, doeg not hold out for the 
law exactly as it is. He said: 

“We must continuously re-evalu- 
ate our concepts of gocial insurance 
—of what it is intended to do and 
what it can do; of how it operates 
and how it will affect the sum to- 
tal of national] welfare.” 

The American Federation of La- 
bor’s executive council recently sup- 
ported Vandenberg’s criticiam of 
the reserve fund, saying its accumu- 
lation easily could give rise to un- 
desirable political practices, 

The advisory council studying the 
act includes representatives of la- 
bor as well as of industry and the 
public, Vandenberg estimated the 
group would take several months 
to complete any recommendations. 

At the first meeting today the 
council chose J. Douglas Brown of 
Princeton University to be chair-

Rhys J. Davies Says Craft and 
Industrial Unions Don’t 
Fight in England. 


Pointing out that in England 
craft and industrial unionism oper- 
ate side by side, Rhys J. Davies, 
front bench Labor member of Par- 
liament, said in ah interview here 
today that he was surprised that 
there should be any quarrel in 
America between these two types 
of labor organizations. 

“In England,” he said, “the Trade

An admirer of John L. Lewis— 
whom he classes along with Lloyd 
George, Charles Evans Hughes and 
Tommy Farr, the pugilist, as one of 
“that smart bunch of swells” which 
Wales has produced—Davies_ said 
he thought the C I O was now 
“groping and searching for an ex- 
pression of political opinion” but 
would not achieve it until “trade 
unionism has clarified itself” and 
until there was some peace between 
the C I O and the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

Davies recently wrote a sketch 
of Lewis for the Manchester Guar- 
dian—which was reprinted by the 
Post-Dispatch last Sunday. He 
classed him as a “very fine fellow” 
and said that “the hangers-on 
around the fringes of his movement 
would not detract from the virtue 
of the cause.”

INSECTICIDE MAKERS TINT 
POISONS AS SAFETY MEASURE 


Arsenicals Colored to Distinguish 
Them From Flour, Other 
Powdered Foods. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5. — The 
housewife who carelessly uses lead 
arsenate or calcium arsenate in 
cooking instead of flour in the fu- 
ture will have no excuse except that 
she is color blind, for manufactur- 


ers of these insecticides have de- 
cided to color them a distinctive 


pink. Many cases of accidental 
food poisoning occur because ar- 
senicals are stored in pantry shelves 
alongside flour, soda, baking pow- 
der and similar white powdered 
foods. The arsenicals are likewise 
white powders, and have no dis- 
tinctive odor to warn the careless 
cook. 


Calcium arsenate is used widely 
for spraying and dusting vegetables 
for pest control, and lead arsenate 
is used for fruits. For years the 
Federal Food and Drug Administra- 
tion has warned the public of this 
danger, but reports of food poison- 
ing continue to appear in the pa- 
pers. Only a few weeks ago several 
persons working in a mining camp 
in a Western State were seriously 
stricken after eating flapjacks in 
which insecticide was used instead 
of flour. 

Regardless of the precautions of 
manufacturers, says W. G. Camp- 
bell, chief of the Food and Drug 
Administration, arsenicals and other 
dangerous insecticides should be 
kept out of the reach of children. 
The garage or shed is the place for 
insecticides, not the pantry shelf.

When they came out of the White 
House, the commissioners declined 
to talk to reparters. They said any 
statement would have to come from 
the President. 

Charles F. Hosford Jr., chairman 
who announced Wednesday he 
would resign after the commission 
had finished fixing minimum prices 
for bituminous coal some time in 
December, told reporters, however, 
his resignation, dated Nov. 1, still 
was before the President. 

Hosford said personal circum- 
stances alone prompted his resig- 
nation. He is a former Pennsyl- 
vania coal operator and expressed 
a desire to return to private busi- 
ness. 

Dissension over personnel ap- 
pointments and other management 
policies have divided the commis- 
sion into groups of four and three. 
Commissioner J. C. Lewis, one of 
the minority faction, a few weeks 
ago asked the assistance of Sen- 
ator Herring (Dem.), Iowa, in ob- 
taining the names, salaries and ad- 

dresses of the 900 commission em- 
ployes. 

‘he majority group consists of 
Cc. E. Smith of West Virginia, who 
has handled most of the personnel 
work; Thomas S. Haymond, former 
Kentucky coal operator; Walter H. 
Maloney of Kansas City, and Hos- 
ford. In the minority are Pleas E. 
Greenlee of Indiana, Percy Tetlow 
of Ohio and Lewis of Iowa. The 
latter two were officers of the 
United Mine Workers. 

The President’s engagement with 
the commission was one of the first 
arranged after his return last night 
from Hyde Park, N. Y., where he 
spent 11 days at the family home.

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UNITED CHARITIES PLEA 
FOR BLIND CRITICISED 


Organization Has No Part in 
Giving Work to Them, 
State Commission Says. 


The Missouri Commission for the 
Blind and Industrial Aid for the 
Blind, Inc., through its officers, 
issued a public statement today 
that United Charities plays no part 
whatsoever in providing work for 


the blind in St. Louis. 

The statement by Mrs. Mary E. 
Ryder, executive director of the 
Missouri Commission for the Blind, 
and Thomas J. Finan, president of 
Industrial Aid for the Blind, Inc., 
was prompted by a passage in a 
booklet issued by United Charities 
agencies, “I'll Give Your Answer.” 
Mrs. Ryder and Finan stated that 
the passage on the blind was “very 
misleading and certainly misrepre- 
senting in its appeal.” 

Picture Objected To. 

The United Charities booklet con- 
tains a picture of a blind man mak- 
ing a broom and under it a state- 
ment which reads: “Blind since boy- 
hood but United Charities makes it 
possible for him to earn by working 
in a broom factory.” 

Only two agencies make working 
in a broom factory possible, the 
Missouri Commission for the Blind 
and the Industrial Aid for the 
Blind, Inc., according to Mrs. Ry- 
der and Finan. 

Raw material is furnished by the 
Missouri Commission and citizens 
who are members of the Industrial 
Aid for the Blind, Inc., supervise 
the work, their statement contin- 
ued. Members help sell the prod- 
ucts made by the blind in order to 
create the wages paid to workers 
in the St. Louis shops. 

Always Denied Share in Fund. 

“Never has the reauest of the 
Industrial Aid for the Blind for aid 
from the Community Fund been 
granted, and it has given up hope 
of any community support except 
that given through the assistance 


of the Industrial Aid for the Blind, 
Inc.,’3 the statement read. 

The organization has been suc- 
cessful in inducing friends of the 
blind to donate funds to buy a site 
on Forest Park boulevard to build 
a shop for the blind. Plans are 
being prepared by an architect and 
the organization expects to cam- 
paign for funds to provide a build- 
ing. 

“We believe it is most unfortu- 
nate that the public would receive 
an impression that. the United Char- 
ities is making it possible for a 
blind man to earn a living by work- 
ing in a broom factory,” the state- 
ment continued. “We are proud to 
say that there is a steady five-day 
week provided in the two shops 
and that thousands of dollars are 
paid out in wages each month, but 
the shops are not receiving any 
subsidy from the United Charities.” 


NEW SEED LAW EFFECTIVE SOON 


Missouri Statute Intended to Check 
“Bootleg” Varieties. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 5. — 
Missouri is to have an entirely new 
seed law, effective Jan. 1, 1928, ac- 
cording to announcement of the 
Missouri State Department of Agri- 


enlture. The new seed law seeks 
to protect the farmer from being 
imposed upon by “bootleg” farm 
and garden seeds. This is one of 
the most difficult problems in Mis- 
souri agriculture, and it is to be 
hoped the new law will bring re- 
sults. 

The new act is not what might 
be called a “pure seed law,” but is 
a statute that demands the contents 
of the bag be shown on the label, 
that all “seedsmen” register, and 
that each seedman’s license number 
shall be shown-on the label] on each 
bag of seed.

West opened his singleton club. 
East, seeing declarer had both the 
king and ten, realized that there 
was no point in ducking and, there- 
fore, went right up with the ace 
and returned a club. West ruffed 
and led a spade. The ace won, and 
finally the heart ace accounted for 
the setting trick. 

South told the world at large that 
he had been the victim of atrocious 
distribution. But, in reality, he had 
- only himself to blame for the loss of 
game and rubber. Certain bidding 
sequences carry eloquent messages 
to players who are wide awake. On 
this particular occasion South 
ghould have known, before he saw 
the dummy, that a club ruff by 
West was imminent! North’s no 
trump bid had advertised 4-3-3-3 
distribution. Surely East had at 
least five clubs for his overcall at 
the two level. South himself had 
four, thus West had one or none. 
Of course, South could have made 
a highly lucrative double of two 
clubs, but was disinclined to this 
action because of the vulnerability 
conditions. At least, however, he 
might have listened to the warning 
conveyed by the club bid and, after 
North took away the spade menace 
by bidding spades, should have 
steered the contract to the correct 
spot of three no trump. The heart 
suit would be equally valuable at 
no trump. The diamond queen was 
a potential stopper, and the club 
length in South’s hand, instead of 
a menace at a suit bid, would have 
been an asset at no trump. Ob- 
viously the opponents could have 
taken only their three aces against 
the correct contract.

on an hour’s conversation although 
they were not in Topeka and were 
not on the radio, and the moving 
lips from which their words came 
were not their lips but those of a 
bunch of chorus girls. Iwas see- 
ing the screen version of “Stage 
Door” and all the dialogue was 
written by Morrie Ryskind and 
George S. Kaufman. So all I 
really listened to was a dialogue 
between these two dramatic wise 
crackers; it was a new kind of 
thrill. 


Leo Dietrichstein was famous 
for his success in playing great 
lover roles. Finally some one wrote 
a play for him called “The Great 
Lover.”

| Oyster Filling. 

If you are having two turkeys 
for the large family dinner it is 
nice to stuff one with your usual 
dressing and the other with an 
oyster stuffing. One cup oysters, 
three cups bread crumbs, one-half 
cup melted butter, one tablespoon 
chopped parsley, one tablespoon 
minced onion, one teaspoon poul- 
try seasoning, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-quarter teaspoon pepper, 
one beaten” egg. Chop oysters a 
little and then mix all ingredients 
together. Stuff the fowl lightly so 
the oysters do not make the dress- 
ing soggy. This may be increased 
proportionately.

HAT dreamy delightful three- 
T tour time! Who is immune to 
its rhythm? It’s waltz time and 
the body just naturally sways to it. 

Note the decided emphasis on the 
first beat of each measure. The 
count is always one, two three. The 
definite pattern of the music de- 
mands a definite pattern of the 
feet on the floor. 

You learn this pattern with the 
Waltz Square. In two measures of 
three counts each, the feet describe 
the four points of a square. But 
once you grasp the rudiments of 
the waltz step you forget the 
square. The feet move smoothly 
and easily. 

Start on the first or accented 
beat in Waltz Square diagram: 
Count 1, step directly forward with 
left foot. (This is a long step, to 
correspond with the accented first 
beat in each measure. To keep 
your balance, bend the supporting 
knee slightly when taking this 
longer step.) 

Count 2, step to side with right. 
Count 3, bring left to right shift- 
ing weight to left foot. (Guard 
against bringing feet together on 
count 2.) A second measure of 
music—counts 45-6—completes the 
waltz square. ‘ 

For the forward waltz, 
above, the feet are in the same 
position to start as in the square, 
and the first measure (counts 1-2-3) 
is made in the same way. But on 
count 4, instead of stepping back- 


ward, take another forward waltz 
step (counts 4-5-6). 


Use this diagram to practice for- 


ward waltz steps. Then learn to 
waltz equally well backward. 

Next, consider the waltz turn. 
The forward and backward waltz 
steps, forming the Square, are the 
basis for the waltz turn. 


A waltz turn should occupy two 
measures of music, but before 
learning to turn to two measures, 
a beginner will find it easier to 
try a practice turn of four meas- 
ures, following diagram. 


Count 1, step forward with left 
foot, toe and shoulders’ turned 
left. Count 2, make quarter turn 
left, placing right foot to side of 
left, Count 3, close left foot to 
right. Count 4, take a long step 
directly back (not diagonally) with 
right foot, toe turned in. Count 5, 
make quarter turn left, placing left 
foot to side of right. Count 6, 
close right to left. 


Repeat counts 1 to 6 to make 
two more quarter turns left. Finish 
with feet in starting position. 


Now you are ready to try the 
waltz turn to two measures, as 
diagramed in the progressive turn 
at upper right: 


Count 1, step forward with ‘left 
foot, toe turned out, shoulders 
turned left. Count 2, make a half 
turn left by pivoting on ball of 
left foot; swing right foot around 
in a semicircle, placing it to side 
of left. Count 3, close left to right. 
Count 4, step back with right 
foot, toe turned in, shéulders 
turned right. Count 5, complete 
left turn by pivoting on ball of 
right foot; swing left foot around 
in a semicircle, placing it to side 
of right. Count 6, close right foot

to left, and the turn to two meas- 
ures is completed. 

To alternate waltz turns, left 
and right, waltz directly forward 
for one measure after each turn. 
This is the connecting link. For 
instance, if you are waltzing for- 
ward and wish to turn right, the 
right foot must be free to start 
the turn. If you wish to turn left, 
the left foot must be free. The 
connecting link makes this pos- 
sible. 

As in all turns, the primary lead 
should be indicated by a turning 
of the shoulders, supplemented by 
gentle but firm pressure with the 
right arm and hand. The back- 
ward waltz step in the turn is 
accompanied by a slight pulling 
which is followed by a partial re- 
laxation of the arm when waltzing

‘tatoes until light and fluffy. Pack 
into potato shells and place in oven 
to lightly brown. 

Mock Plum Pudding. 

One and one-half cups of cake 
crumbs, one-half cup of milk, one- 
half cup of raisins, one-half cup 
currants, one-half cup of finely cut- 
up citron, one-half cup of chopped 
nut meats, one beaten egg, one level 
teaspoon of baking powder and su- 
gar to taste. 

Mix all ingredients and place in 
a greased double boiler over boiling 
water. Cover tightly and cook for 
an hour ar longer. Remove cover 
and place top of boiler in the oven 
for about five minutes. Turn out 
and serve with foamy sauce. 

Foamy Sauce. 

Beat one cup of sugar well with 
one-half cup of butter; add the well- 
beaten yolk of one egg and stiffly 
beaten egg white.

Making a Lesson Out of 
Table Talk Is Just Grief to 
Youngsters.

NIGHT is vocabulary night, 
isn’t it, children?” 
“Yes,” said Richard, none 
too gaily.

“In French, isn’t it?” asid mother 

with mechanical animation, 
“Yes. And I don’t know the word 
for veal. I asked cook what was 
for dinner and she said veal; and 
I asked her what was French for 
veal anc she said ‘goose’.” 

“Well, .-u can’t expect cook to 
know. After all, she isn’t very 
bright at such things. You should 
have looked it up in your diction- 

“I can’t find it.” 

“You can’t find it? You'll need 
it. Didn’t you leave it on the shelf 
as usual?”. 

“It isn’t there.” 

“Well, then, I'll have to tell you 
such words as you don’t know for 
tonight. You'll have to find it aft- 
erward. Now begin. Name each 
thing on your plate and mind your 
accent.” 

Isn’t that awful? How can a 
child get up any appetite with a 
thing like that hanging over him 
every meal time? And mother 
means to be helpful. “He will need 
to know French, and conversation 
is t'e best way to learn it, Table 
talk is excellent for such exercises.” 
I differ decidedly. Table talk is 
not a good exercise in French or 
any other language if it is used in 
lesson fashion. The talk at the 
table ought to be light and gay and 
easy. No tests, no examinations, no 
mention of life’s woes. It is time to 
tell a gay story. Time to laugh 
about it. It is time to tell the jokes 
you have stored. It is no time for 
grief of any sort, and lessons at 
meal time are a grief. | ; 

One good mother makes man- 
ners at table a fine point. There 
is a system of fines. A penny for 
a spot on the cloth; for using the 
wrong fork; forgetting to say 
“Please,” and the like. Mealtime is 
an awful experience at that house, 
At another house the table talk 
is based on spelling. Each child 
must spell the names of the foods 
on the table and on his own plate. 
Sometimes this is varied with his- 
tory games. Mother names the 
date and children, in polite turns, 
give the name of the event. “It ig 
surprising how much information 
they pick up this way,” said this 
conscientious parent. 

The table is no place for such 
training. Let the school lessons 
wait for their time and place. What 
if the child does not know what 
happened in 1776? If he can read 
and wants to know, he. can soon 
find out. 

And what do children do with 
such information anyway? One 
mother said, “Won't it come in very 
useful if he has to pass one of. 
those Yes and No tests for college 
entrance? They’re such a mixture 
of facts, hundreds and hundreds of 
them that such odds and ends of 
information might be needed.” 
Don’t encourage the colleges in 
such behavior. Give the children 
their meals in peace and let them 
do what they are suppoesd to do, 
nourish the youngsters into health 
and strength.
